TWIN FALLS - Instead of helping the 
State fair’s financial woes, an event cen- 
ter at the Colorado State Fairgrounds in 
Pueblo, Colo., added to the troubles. 

Built in 1995 with private donations 
and some dty money, the dry- and state- 
run center lost S24S,000 in its first year.' 
Studies before construction projected 
surpluses of S12G,000 to 5579,000. 

The state has since taken over the 
shov^ changes in management and policy 
have pulled the center into the black. 

The Ttvin Falls County Fair Board is 
proposing to build a similar facility at the 
fairgrounds in Filer. County ta;^aycrs 
will be asked to foot the 57 million bill 
for construction. A bond issue dcction is 
set for Aug. 5, with a two-thirds vote 
needed for passage. 

The center could present professional 
wrestling, motorcyde and bicydo races, 
trade shows, livestock shows, rodeos, 
equipment and auto shows, ice shows, 
sporting events, concerts and even a 
Uircc-ring dreus. 

Fadlity supporters say it would pro- 
vide cultural amenities and an economic 
boost. 

Skeptics say it could become an eco- 
nomic liability and question whether U 
\vould get enougll use to pay the bills. 

Twin Falls economic conservative T.W. 
Stivers said he recognizes the benefits to 
die community and supports Uic concept 
of the event center. But he fears the fair 
board may have bitten off more than the 
folks of Twin Falls County arc willing to 
support. 

Pueblo's problems 

The finandal problems at Pueblo were 
the result of booking too many expensive 
events and a hitch in state law that added 
unexpected finance charges to construc- 
tion cosK, said John McGoinncss, former 
chairman of.tBe Colorado'StoteTalr 
Authority. 

As a result, operating costs were higher 
than anticipated. And the center had 
trouble selling tickets in the tough 
Denver-area concert market. Every ni^t 
there’s something going on within 100 
miles of wherever you are, McGuinness 
said. 

Since the first disastrous year, a new 
policy requires booking events only on a 
shared-risk basis. That is, performers are 
guaranteed a smaller payment, and get a 
share of profits. 

That policy and more modest events 
has turned things around. McGuinness 
said. Last year the center made about 
536,000. • 

“1 think in the long run it will pay off,” 
he said. 

Without the .burden of construction 
costs, Tjvin Falls County’s building has a 
good chance of succeeding over its 40- 
year lifespan, McGuinness said. 

But planners must consider costs other 
chan just the price of entertainment, 
lights, dciuiup and promotion can quick-

Officials likened the federal 
osastahcc for preserving Lake 
Tahoe to the govtanment’s pro- 
tection of other “notional trea- 
sures” such as the Florida 
Evcrgladts and Grand Canyon. 


His commitment, nearly dou- 
bling to 550 million over two 
years the federal help for Lake 
Tahoe, included promises for 
future funds but fell far shon of 
the 5300 million sinic and local 
offidak had souglit for a 10-year 
program of deanup and preser- 
vation.

Victims’ loved 
ones face grief 


For a mesmerized public, the bizarre, 
bloody tale of Andrew Cunanan ended 
along a sleepy Miami Beacii canal. For 
five sets of families and friends, though. 
Cunanan’s suiddc dosed only a chapter 
in a story of grief: empty beds, canceled 
vacations, unrealized dreams and . 
decades-old romances chopped down 
like trees. 

To William Reese’s 12-year-old son, it 
means no more horsing around in the 
treehousewith Dad. To Jeff Trail's sister, — 
it means explaining to her three small 
children what murder is. 

■To all of the victims, it means wounds 
that Cunanan’s death cannot heal. 

“This thing vras like a tornado coming 
over a hill — it’.s not heard, it’s not felt 
and all of a sudden this thing appears on 
.your doorstep," Craig Platania, Rec.se's 
brother-in-law, said of the New Jersey 
cemetery caretaker’s slaying. “Now we 
can SCO the tornado way off in the dis- 
tance and the clouds starting to clear, 
and everything that was in its place is 
now in another place.” 

Unlike most people, friends and family 
of Cunonan's victims spent their earliest 
days of mourning in the public eye, 
answering questions from police and 
reporters anti seeing the faces of their 
iov^ ones on thti'hi^uly nem alongside 
Cunanan’s.

“We’re sitting here thinking it 
could move with dispatch, or go the 
other way," said House Majority 
Leader Dick Armey, R-Texas.

ATLANTA (/\P) — Centennial 
OiNTnpic Park is a tranquil tiow-n- 
town oasis these days, a place 
where office workers savor quiet 
lunches amid strolling tourists 
and giggling children who splash 
in the Fountain of Rings. 

One year ago, a bomb in a 
backpack turned it into a scene 
of nighttime panic and bloody 
chaos.

A prayer service was planned 
Sunday to remember 44-yearold 
Alice Hawthorne of Albany, Ga., 
who'was killed in the c-vplosion 
when she brougilt her daughter 
to the park for a pre-birthday 
treat.

“Yeah, I’d like to have five 
minutes alone with him,” John 
Hawthorne sajd of the bombing 
culprit.

WASHINGTON — In his 18- 
year career in the House, Rep. 
Newt Gingrich, R-Ga., has styled 
himself a gucr^a commander, a 
revolutionary general, a corpo- 
rate chief executive and, earlier 
this week, a head coach. Now he’s 
going to try being more of an old- 
fashioned House speaker. 

After sometimes resembling 
Che Guevara, sometimes Knutc 
Rockne, Gingrich, who wanted to 
tear down the House, described 
to people close to him this week 
a role for himself that more 
closely suggests the iatc Thomas 
P. "Tip" O’Neill Jr., an effective 
Democratic speaker who prided 
himself as being “of the House." 

Shaken by the ncar-dcath 
experience of an aborted upris- 
ing by dissident members and lus 
own lieutenants, Gingrich is 
redefining his role and setting 
out to reclaim some of the power 
and authority he had delegated 
to others whose trusnvorthiness 
has been called into doubt. 

After six months of removing 
himself from the day-to-day oper- 
ations of the House to focus on 
being more of a national political 
figure than a congressional 
leader — a change he made after 
being pummelcd by ethics viola- 
tions — Gingrich intends to 
become more involved in the 
daily affairs of the chamber he 
heads, according to aides and 
lawmakers who have spoken with 
him this week. 

“I’m the speaker. I’m in cliarge, 
the line of authority is to me,” 
lawmakers recalled him declar- 
ing in a closed-door meeting of 
House Republicans on 
Wednesday morning. 

He already is spending more 
time on the House floor during 
votes, to be available to rank-and-' 
file Republicans to hear their 
concerns and complaints. 

Some analysts said a new lead- 
ership style may not address

NEW YORK — The television 
industry plans fonnally to submit 
its ratings plan to the Federal 
Communications Commi-ssion 
this' week. Although FCC 
Chairman Reed Hundi said he 
expects NBC — which refased to 
sign on to the agreement — to 
submit its alternative plan fur 
review, NBC executives said in 
interviews last week that the net- 
work has no intention of doing so. 

The rest of the TV indu.stry has 
promised to add die .symbols S, L, 
V and/or D — for sex, language, 
violence and suggestive diulngue 
-r- in programming by Oct. 1. 
Almost all networks, including 
NBC. now use age-l>ased cate- 
gories, such a.sTV-FC and ■I’V-l-t, 
vvliidl are pancmed after movie 
ratings. 

NBC quietly has begun adding 
a few new on-screen advisories 
created by the network to aug- 
ment the industry’s age-based 
categories. Tlie advisniy, "Due to 
some violent content, parental 
discretion advised," was added to 
a movie, "Out for Justice," earli- 
er this month and will he added 
to the upcoming: movie. "She 
Fmigltt Alone," airing thi.s week. 
And the Aug. 6 episode of NBC's 
“Homicide" will cany this warn- 
ing from the network; “Tiiis 
episode has a level of violence 
unusual for this series." 

In a letter earlier this month to 
Rep. Ed Markey, D-Mass., a 
major proponent of the revised 
TV ratings plan. NBC President 
Bob Wright said, NBC "plans to 
increase the nimther and variety 
of program advisories" while con- 
tinuing to air tile age-hased cate- 
gories. While NBC declined 
specifically to comntem on 
whether the network would .sub- 
mit its plan to liie FCC for 
approval, several executives at 
the network said NBC will not. 

“'nie whole pnim of the TV rat- 
ings system is tiiat it’s supposed 
to be a voluntary effort by the TV 
industry," tme e.vecutive said, 
“How can we be forced to stihmii 
a voluntary plan?" 

Some legal experts said they 
thought NBC miglic itavc a point. 
The 199G telecommunications act 


that mandated the "V-chip” elec- 
tronic blocking device in TV sets 
by February 1998 says that the 
FCC would esiabli.sh an advisory 
committee to create TV ratings 
only if it determines that the TV 
industry has not created a satis- 
factory plan ()fii.sown. 

“If NBC doesn’t submit it; 
plan, then I guess we would have 
to operate without knowing wliat 
NBC is doing," said Chrisiopiier 
• Wright, deputy general counsel 
of the FCC (and no relation to 
NBC’s Bob Wriglu). He .said that 
lie “wouldn’t want to take a posi- 
tion" on whether the FCC could 
force NBC to submit its plan if 
tile network refuses to do so, or 
what measures the FCC could 
take against NBC or its affiliates. 

“Nobody can be farced to do 
'W ratings,” said one communica- 
tions attorney who declined to be 
identified. “TTie FCC is supposed 
to evaluate the industry’s plan, 
and the industry has a plan,” 
albeit witlmut the participation 
of NBC. That agreement — 
signed hy the '.National 
Association of Broadcasters, the 
National Cable Television 
Association and the Motion 
I’ictiire Association of America — 
is the one being submitted to the 
FCC this week. Where that 
leaves NBC is not entirely clear. 

But FCC action is not the only 
pressure on NBC. Industry 
sources say they expect NBC to 
suffer elsewhere — ia Congress 
and in public opinion. 

“If NBC doesn’t change its 
stance, tliey’ll evemuallj’ feel tliu 
impact from Congress in subtle 
ways, on other issues where NBC 
needs congressional support," 
one network executive warned, 

Aliiiough they arc liolding 
their fire fur now in the liope that 
NBC changes its mind, members 
of Congress and ciiildren’s groups 
wbo negotiated the revised rat- 
ings are unlikely to let NBC off 
the hook, 

Markey said to NBC’s Wright 
in a letter last week, “It is your 
right, under the V-chip taw, to 
use any ratings .system you 
de.sire.

MIAMI — In Europe, the rumors 
: arc white-hot: the mob snuffed out 
; Gianni Versace. The proof, the ilie- 
; ory goes. Is tlie dead pigeon — a hit 
; man’.s calling card — found next to 
i the victim’s corpse. 

But evidence gailiered by Miami 
: Bcacli police slio\« .otherwise. 

The bird svas a mourning dove. 

And it was killed by a bullet 
• fragment from the handgun of 
i An^cw Cunanan. 

“When we got the scene, the 
blood on the bird was just as 
fresh as the blood we found next 
to Versace," said Miami Beach 
police Det. Paul Scrimshaw. 

In a serial killer case that mes- 
' merized the nation with its lurid 
; trail of dead bodies, tools of tor- 
: cure and a house-boat hideaway, 


one of the moa>^izarrc facts 
came to Egltt this week. 

When Cunanan's killing 
odyssey ended July 15, he took 
the life of not only a world- 
famous fashion de.signer but a 
mourning dove that happened to 
be gliding by Versace's home. 

Scrimshaw, who is leading the 
investigation into Versace's slay- 
ing, said it apparently happened 
like this; - 

Cunanan, 27; already sought in 
four killings stretching from 
Minnesota to Neiv Jersey, walked 
up to Versace outside his Miami 
Beach mansion and fired two ^ots. 

One of iltc bullets that passed 
through Versace's head rico- 
cheted off his Ocean Drive front 
gate, sending a metal fragment 
skyward. It hit the bird, which 
plummeted to the gutter. 


A necropsy of the bird — dead 
animals are routinely examined 
when found at murder scenes — 
showed the bullet fragment from 
Cunanan's pistol rocketed througii 
.one eye and caused instant dcatli. 

Beach police, eager to explore 
fresh leads in a case dogg<^ by 
many unanswered questions, 
have put the bird matter to rest. 

But overseas, where Versace 
once won a libel suit against o 
newspaper that linked his for- 
tune to organized crime, news of 
the dead “pigeon” has begun a 
new round of conspiracy theories.

In Chicago, nine deaf illegal aliens from 
Mexico ana two deaf children bom in the 
Unil^ States “were controlled by mem- 


bers of an organization requiring them to 
go out and sell trinkets ... and turn over pro- 
ceeds to the organization,” Bergeron said. 
"They v,-crc exp^ted and controlled.” 
Unlike deaf Mexicans forced into virtual 
slavery in New York, the Mexicans in 
Chicago were living in humane conditions, 
according to federal investigators. 


Those arrested in Chicago are Norma 
Alcontcra and Francisco Duemas, both 
charged with conspiring to smuggle, har- 
bor and conceU illegal aliens. 

Investigators said the deaf were selling 
more than SI million a year in trinkets in 
New York and Eiinois. A similar operation 
also was uncovered Friday in Sanford, N.C

The complex draws folks off 
Interstate 80 for antique auc- 
tions, horse sales, junior and liigh 
school rodeos, livestock ^ows, 
truck mud races - anything you 
can do on a dirt door. Executive 
Director Larry Lloyd said. 

But it is not really suitable for 
concerts. The last one was 
Chubby Checker, four years ago. 

On New Year’s Eve, the facility 
features indoor fireworks, bull 
riding and team roping 

When no events arc going on, 
folks can bring their horses, turn 
on the lights and ride in the 
arena - anytime. The facility 
charges no fees to individuals or 
local users such as 4-H, horse 
clubs or youth activities. 

The county-owned facility costs 
a little more than $100,000 in 
operation and maintenance. And 
it generates about 75 percent of 
those costs, Uoyd said. 

' “I don’t think any public facili- 
ty pays for itself,” he said.

Residents want dirt road back

CHESim^ N.Y. (AP) — All his 
life, Brad Bliss dreamed of building 
a home at the end of a dirt road, 
where "all you woidd ever hear at 
night was dm very dstan t soun d of a 
vcMde on a hi^way far, far away.” 

In 1992, their children grown, 
the S4-ycar-o!d investment broker 
and his wife found (hdr .spot off an 
unpaved country byway deep in 
the Bristol Hills, a ^acrc retreat 
for deer, wild turkey and the occa- 
sional bear. 

"It’s hard to go in at night," said 
Bliss. 

Btit lately, he said, (he solitude 
has been shattered. And as if to 
prove his point, a pickup Jruck 
with a stranger behind the ivhccl 
zooms by. 

Knapp Road, 1 mile of liglit 
brown packed ^ and gravel that 
rises, falls and winds through pine 
forest, is now topped with a dull 
gray layer of crushed stone. 

Look carefully, and you can see 
the dead bodies it is paved over. The 
new and improved Knapp Road is a 
road more taken, but Ics; loved. 

Police were sent to stand guard 
when the highway crew did its 
work last month — there had been 
protests, and authorities feared 
there would be unpleasantness. 
Now, a majority of the more tlunn 
SO rcsidc.'its of Knapp Road have 
filed suit to have it restored. 

They say traffic has nearly dou- 
bled. More and more outsiders are 
discovering the nciv shortcut near 
the Finger Lakes town of 
Canandaigua. Instead of cars 
worming along at 30 mph, .some 
reach SO mph or more. 

“I never heard the road before. 
Now I hear it — oh yeahl” Bliss 
exclaimed, unable to $t^ his anger. 

In winter, he said, nearby Bristol 
Mountain ski resan tvil) draw its 
throngs ond "that’s wiicn the traffic 
will redly become dangerous” — not 
otdy to children cycling along the 
rooA but wildlife vumiaing aoois it. 

The protesters staged rtdb'es out- 
side highway department barns 
and packed town hall mccting.s, 
but their appeals were dismissed in 
late May by a Canandaigua town 
board (liat wants to suck to a 1987 
.plan to upgrade all its country 


road.s. Just 15 miles of publicly 
ntainiaincd dirt roads remain. 

"The goal wus to get ‘cm all cov- 
ered — to me, tJtat’s still the goal,” 
said toivn Highway Superintendent 
JimHeckcr. 

He said a hard surface will be 
cheaper to mnininin in the long 
run, eliminate hazards of summer 
dust and winter ice slicks and be 
more accessible for ambulances, 
school buses and plows. 

If residents want a dirt road, he 
said, "they need to live on a pri- 
vate road so they control the main- 
tenance of it 100 p<^em.” 

A proposal to widen the 20-foot 
road, which would mean clearing 
trees, wus nixed. “I did tiy to miti- 
gate iJieir concerns," Hocker said. 

But the opponents were not 
appeased. And rather than wait as 
planned to pave the road in July, 
Hcckcr decided he "didn’t want 
any hostility building and buiJd^” 
and moved crews off other projects 
to get the job done in half a day. 

’ITie dissidents cried foul. They 
suggest Heckcr acted out of spite 
when they resorted to a media 
campaign to get their point across. 

"Ihcy think \se’re a bunch of lull- 
billies — most of us arc coUegtKidu- 
cnicd people," said Janet Acquilano, 


a mother of three who .says her 11- 
>’car-old daughter will no longer be 
safe cycling along the road. 

Dirt roads, she lamented, could 
one day "become just a page in a 
history book. This is our last 
chance to keep nature a part of our 
everyday lives." 

Opponents worry the totvn might 
have an underlying desire to devel- 
op the region, still sparsely popu- 
lated but growing in popularity. 
Big log houses have sprung up of 
late on lots zoned to be no sm^cr 
than 3 acres. 

The totvn had failed to conduct 
the proper environmental impact 
studies and had violated Utc oppo- 
nents’ freedom of speech, their 
latvycr, Alan Knauf, alleged in a 
lawsuit that seeks to have the 
paving removed. 

Herbert Gottfried, a professor of 
landscape architecture at Cornell 
Univcrsiiy, said the residents’ cru- 
sade is “abwluteiy American.” 

"It’s what the cure road connotes 
— living someplace in between the 
wild and tlic dty," he said. “But to 
have a majority of people believ- 
ing in the same illusion is quite 
amazing these days since there’s so 
much emphasis on everybody 
doing their own thing.”

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Scholars say prevalent Spanglish use may hurt Hispanics

MIAMI — Miami advertising 
executive Michelle Zubizarrcca, 
self-proclaimed “Queen of 
Spanglish,” found herilf tongue- 
tied in Akron. 

“1 went to Ohio to see an 
agency we were going to be work- 
ing with y nada. It was English, 
English, English, muy ameri- 
cano,” she says in a single bread). 
“And oil of a sudden I turned to 
this other girl and said, Como sc 
dice cn in^cs? Oh my, 1 couldn't 
think of the word in ^gUsh!" 

The word she groped for was 
contact. 

“Es mas, you know, familiar in 
Spanish,” says Zubizarreta, 29, 
bom in Miami of Cuban parents. 

If Zubizarreta's way, with 
words, or the lack of them when 
forced to stick to one language, 
sounds familiar it's because 
Spanglish — the hybrid of 
English and Spanish fast becom- 
ing the favorite tongue of 
Hispanic Americans — is literally 
the talk of town in flourishing 
Hispanic communities. 

Spanglish has become so preva- 
lent — in cveiyday conversation, 
in the media blitz aimed at 
Hispanics, in the explosion of 
new literature by Hispanic- 
American writers — that lan- 
guage scholars have engaged in 
an informal national debate to 
explore its implications. 

“When people say things 
like’Dame un break’ and’Damelo 
para atras,”Como puedo ayudar- 
lo?’, then Fm worried because we 
arc not going to understand cadi 
other,” said Yale literature pro- 
fessor Robeno Gonzalez Echo-var- 
ria. His writings warning about 
the perils of Spanglisli have nm 
_in newspapers nationwide. 

’ The debate over Spanglish had 
been brewing among Hispanic 
Americans for years, but it has 
gained new life — and the atten- 
tion of mainstream America, 


sparked in part by the national 
debate on Ebonics, the African 
American equivalent of Spanglish. 

Nobel Prize laureate Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez added some 
spice to the issue when he made 
headlines around the ivorld earli- 
er this year at The First 
International Congress on the 
Spanish Language. He told 
guardians of the purity of Spanish 

— led by Spain’s Rojil Academy 
of Language — to lighten up. 

Right or wrong, whether the 
spread of Spanglish is the birtli of 
a new language or the deteriora- 
tion of the mother tongue, 
Spanglish has become a readily 
used dialect in predominantly 
Hispanic regions like South 
Florida, where people uncon- 
sciously switch between English 
and Spanish in mid-sentence, and 
where a new Spanglish vocabu- 
laiY is expanding by day. 

To many bilingual pcojilc, 
melding the two languages is a 
matter of identity and comfon, a 
confirmation (hat they live strad- 
dling two cultures. 

“To speak only one is like 
breathing with one lung and 
dandng on one foot. It's possible 

— but it's not much fun. It's only 
using half of yourself,” says 
Gustavo Perez Firmat, a Duke 
University professor )vho grew up 
in Miami and sprinkles his 
English prose with' Spanish 
words. His book Next Year in 
Cuba is billed as “A Cubano’s 
Coming-of-Age in America.” 

Other sdiolars, however, warn 
of major risks and shoncomings 
in indulging in the cultural com- 
fort of mixing the twxi languages. . 
They say Spanglish is often lucd 
os a crutch and leads to a deterio- 
ration of language abilities in 
both English and Spanish. 

And Spanglish, critics believe, 
poses dangers to the Spanish lan- 
guage, to Hispanic culture and to 
the advancement of Hispanics in 
mainstream America. 


“I worry about Hispanic kids in 
this country who arc not speak- 
ing English and ore speaking sub- 
standard Spanish,” said Gonial cz 
Echevarria.

Some forms of Spanglish — the 
literary kind, where Spanish 
words are sprinkled into expertly 
wriiien English pro.se for effect 
» have been elevated to an art 
form by a booming gcnerniion of 
Hispanic ivriters who were bom 
in another country but grew up in 
the United States. 

Many Hispanic authors use the 
word mb( as a literary technique 
to give their writing a unique 
voice, to establish a cultural con- 
nection or to evoke emotions that 
transcend translation. 

"As a poet, I like to play with 
language. The ideal thing is to 
know both languages well, to 
really be a ma.stcr of them and be 
able to play with what happens 
when the two come into play in 
the same arena," says Julia 
Alvarez, the Dominican-born 
author of How the Garcia Girls 
Lost their Accent and several 
other acclaimed works based on 
the experience of being hiciiltur- 
al. 

Alvarez, who lives in Vermont, 
says the raging debate over 
Spanglish has even reached 
hliddlcburry College, where she 
teaches. The college has has a 
famous school of languages 
where expens from Spain, Latin 


America and prestigious U.S. 
schools are invited to tend) and 
explore these issues. 

And even she, a successful 
author, has not been exempt 
from falling into the trap of 
Spangli.sli. 

"Puedo atender su dase?" she 
a.sked one of the Spanish profe.s- 
sors whose class site wanted to 
attend. 

"Puedes a.sistir n mi dase," the 
professor corrected lier, "pero 
atenderla no.” 

Alvarez was caiiglit using an 
Anglicism — one of the compo- 
nents of Spanglish. a word invent- 
ed from its Englisii vcr.siop. 
/Vmong the most widely u-sed nru 
bipcar from the English to twep 
someone, parquear from parking, 
and the phrase that makes 
Spanish language scholars cringe- 
in disgu.st: “Te llamo para ntras," 
ns in to call you back, which 
doe.sn'l e‘xist in Spanish. 

Another Latina novelist, 
Rosnrio Ferre of Puerto Rico, Is 
an expert in Spanish — her first 
language- — but she doesn't con- 
sider herself a purist and pas.sion- 
ately defcnd.s Spanglisli. 

Spanglish is evolving as the 
new language of a region that 
links the United States, Mexico, 
Puerto Rico and the Dominican 
Republic, Ferre siiid. 

“It's not unrecognizable,” 
Ferre said. "The English Is sort of 
matizado to give it a character 
that lues a personality of its own. 
It ciin be- looke-d at positively. It 
doesn’t mean wc wouldn't be 
able to understand each other. It 
means there arc more ways of 
understanding e-acl\other.” 

No matter whhr side of the- 
debate people take up, there’s 
nut much anyone can do about 
the development of spe-edi pat- 
terns and language preferences, 
I'crTcsaid. 

"Language Is going to do what 
it wants," she said. “You can’t 
control it.”

WASHINGTON — Creating 
major national memorials is 
always tricky, often messy and 
sometimes u^y. 

That lesson was brought home 
again this week when the 
Commission of Fine Arts rejeaed 
the design concept for a World 
War n memorial on the Mali in a 
particularly nasty mcctizig. 

In one sense, the commission did 
us all a favor. The competidon-wm- 
nlng design by architect Friedrich 
Sc. Florian was beautiful, moving 
and in many ways fitting. But it 
was just too much for its promi- 
nent site at (he eastern end of die 
Mall’s long reflecting pool 

But by rejecting the design 
pretty much in its entirety, the 
commission created confusion 
about the memorial's future. 

Although leaders of the 
American Battle Monuments 
(Commission, the official sponsor 
of the memorial, put a brave face 
on the ruling, it was a huge set- 
back. It requires both a funda- 
mental rethinking of what the 
memorial is supposed to be and, 
obviously, a major overhaul of Sl 
IH orian’s design. 

It is of course possible that the 
underlying urban design princi- 
ple of St. Florian’s proposal — 
(he idea of framing an outdoor 
“room" with the existing riunboiv 
pool at its center — can be pre- 
served in a new design. Hus part 
of the plan was a splendid idea, 
fully in keeping with the extraor- 
din^ setting. 

Basically, the Battle Monuments 
Commission has only itself to 
blame for the controvert. From 
beginning its chieftains tnsisicd 
that the memorial would need 
large spaces for vaguely defined 
interpretative displo^ This raised 
the specter of siealdng in a muse- 
um in the disguise of o merooriaL

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Hijack a plane, fire a weapon, surrender to authorities - and be acquitted

WASHINGTON (AP) — As law 
enforcement cases go, this one 
seemed remarkably uncomplicat- 
eel. An armed man boards a com- 
muter flight, orders the pilots to 
make an unscheduled stop and 
surrenders to authorities on 
arrival. 

The hijacker is interrogated, 
incarcerated and tried. And 
acquitted. 

Few countries take the i.ssuc of 
air piracy more seriously than the 
United States, with strict laws 
and penalties reinforced by 
weapons detection devices and 
other security measures through- 
out every airport. 

But the Jose Fernandez Pupo 
episode demonstrates that cir- 
cumstances can protect a hijack- 
er from criminal responsibility 
even if he fires a weapon as he 
hijacks the plane — Fernandez 
Pupo did. 

For Fernandez Pupo, that cir- 
cumstance was his desire to flee 
oppression in Fidel Castro's Cuba. 

His May 29 acquittal was no 
aberration. A federal jury in 
Tampa acquitted three Cubans 
this month of charges stemming 
from the hijacking of a small 
Cuban plane to waters off Florida 
in August 1996. The dofcn-sc in 
that case used the same flight- 
from-oppression argument. 

Fernandez Pupo, a veteran of 
Cuba’s military intelligence and 
police services, hijacked the 
Cuba Aero Taxi flight over the 
eastern pan of the island on July 
7, 1996. He diverted it to the U.S. 
Naval Base at Guantanamo Bay 
on tlic southeastern coast. 

He said he had no alternative 
to breaking the law because 
Cuban authorities had become 
aware that he headed an under- 
ground anti-Castro movement. 
He said he feared his choices 
were escape or arrest. 

The turning point occurred 
when U.S. District Judge Joyce 
Hens Green informed the jury 
that Fernandez Pupo could not 
be held criminally responsible for 
his act if it was carried out 
“under duress.” 

She said the hijacking could be 
excused if the defense could 
prove that Fernandez Pupo acted 
on the “reasonable belief” that 
he “would suffer immediate 
injury or death if he did not com- 
mit the crime.” The ju^' conclud- 
ed the defense met that standard. 
In a rare note of agreement, botli

the U.S. and Cuban governments 
expressed disappointment over 
tile acquittal. 

Fernandez Pupo, 53, spent 30 
years in Cuban military intelli- 
gence and six years as a high- 
ranking police official in Guan- 
tanamo province in eastern Cuba. 
He ran afoul of the authorities on 
several occasions and in May 
1996 was summarily retired. 

As Fernandez Pupo portrayed 
it, tlic ond-Castro group he head- . 
cd in Ills secret life had up to 1,000 


members. Several State Depart- 
ment officials said they never 
heard of the group and Fernandez 
Pupo’s claims about it were proba- 
bly highly exaggerated. 

He headed for the airport in 
Bayamo on July 3, 1996, shortly 
after a dissident colleague told 
him an order had been issued for 
his arrest. Four days later, he 
boarded the commuter plane, 
joining IS passengers and crew 
membeis. 

Armed with two firearms, he 


ordered the pilots to divert the 
nigltc to the U.S. naval base. And 
to make dear he meant business, 
he fired a weapon through an 
open cockpit window. It took just 
a few minutes for the plane to 
land at the base, where Fernandez 
Pupo gave himself up. U5. author- 
ities found nobody injured on the 
plane, and within two hours it pro- 
ceeded to its original destination. 

At his trial, prosecutors tried to 
convince the jury that Fernandez 
Pupo was in no imminent danger. 


But the jurors apparently em- 
braced defense attorney Rcita 
Pendrys argument that Fernan- 
dez Pupo had nothing to gain by 
the hijacking “except his life and 
freedom. He had everything to 
lose. He lost his family. His \^c, 
his four children, his grandchil- 
dren, remain in Cuba.” 

Larry Johnson, a former State 
Department counterterrorism 
offidal, said the verdict was a bad 
omen. "I think it’s crazy,” he said. 
It was “idiotic" for Judge Green 


to allow the jury to take into 
account the duress argument. 
Looked at from the security per- 
spective, he said, “the judge's 
instructions were inappropriate." 

As for Fernandez Pupo, his legal 
problems arc not over d^ite his 
acquittal. Having entered the 
country illegally, his case now 
rests with the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. He con- 
tends he should not be deponed 
because he would face certain per- 
secution on arrival in Cuba.

The 100,000-square-foot facility 
will have two main areas; a cen- 
ter for study and debate on the 
impact of papal teachings on 
world events, and a museum tsrith 
five galleries that will display 
papal artifacts and Vatican art 

About $30 million of the antici- 
pated $50 million construction 
cost already has been raised, 
including more than $6 million 
contributed by Polish-Amcricon 
Catholics to honor the Polish-bom 
popd, said Monsignor Walter 
Hurley, project manager for the 
new center. Backers also arc 
seeking $10 million fpr an endow- 
ment to cover op^ting costs. 

Hurley said in a telephone 
interview that the project is mod- 
eled on “our experience in this 
country for the presidential 
hbraries." Whereas “they reflect 
and celebrate a certain moment 
in history ... this particular ailmr- 
al center will deal with the 
impact of the papacy" tlu-ough- 
out history, he said. 

The project, according to 
Hurley, grew out of a suggestion 
Maida made to the pope. The 
foundation Maida heads had its 
origins in a charitable organiza- 
tion formed in Rome by Pope 
John Paul n soon after he became 
leader of the world's Catholics. 

“A number of sites were men- 
tioned” for the center, Maida 
said at the news conference.

"There is a uniformity of view 
on Cambodia," State Department 
spokesman Nicholas Bums said 
after the meeting. "Kun Sen 
needs to be open to ASEAN 
mediation. ... Ho not only needs 
to let members of (the royal 
party) FUNQNPEC back in, out 
he needs to prepare for free and 
fair elections." 

The welcome diplomatic 
progress came after U.S. envoy 
Stephen Solorz traveled this past 
week to discuss ideas with Hun 
Sen, the exiled Ranariddh and 
other parties, including members 
of the nine-country ASEAN 
which had just last week been 
rebuffed by Hun Sen for attempt- 
ing to interfere.

International aid representatives 
visit Cambodian border camp 


- O’SMACH, Cambodia (AP) — 
Cambodia allowed aid workers 
their first access Saturday to 
refugees clustered on the Thai 
border: desperate families who 
said they had no clean water, no 
rice and no respite from flgliting 
benveen the nation's warring fac- 
tions. 

More chan 13,000 civilians have 
taken refuge at this small town 
on Cambodia’s northern frontier 
that is the last redoubt for forces 
loyol to Prince Norodom 
Ranariddh, ousted by his rival co- 
premier in u violent July 5-6 
coup. 

Most are camped alongside the 
down’s one, dirt rood, sheltering 
under scraps of plastic from doily 
monsoon rains while wcll-fcd and 
well-armed soldiers rush by on 
their way to front lines 16 rwes 
to the south. 

Trucks rumble past with sacks 
of rice — for the troops, not for 
the civilians. The hungry 
refugees say they are eating wild 
fruit and bamboo tree shoots, 
since there’s little other food — 
or means to prepare it. 

“I left everything at home, 
even a pot to cook with," said 
refugee So Rocun. 

Most of the refugees had fled 
from the town of Samrong, about 
20 miles south, which for the past 
week has been the focus of fight- 
ing between the forces of 
Ranariddh and the coup leader, 
Co-Premier Hun Sen. 


Shelling pounded liie area 
Saturday, and a Tliai mililary 
officcr at the border .said tliere 
was fighting around Samrong on 
Friday nigltt. 

Refugees have become accus- 
tomed CO the sound of .shells. 

“If it doesn’t fall rigltt in frtint 
of our fuces, we don’t run." said 
Yi Wuth, a displaced fanner. 

Refugee Rum Buy said her hus- 
band was away working in the 
rice fields tvith their vldusi child 
when figining reached the town. 
She ran with their G-munth-old 
twin boys, joining ilie streiim of 
civilians and Ranariddh's troops 
fleeing on the one road mu of 
covm. 

"There was no other way wo 
could go — if wu went off the 
main street we would prubaltly 
step on land mine.s, while behind 
us the Hun Sen soldiers were 
shooting, so \Vc had to escape 
from that,” said Ram Euy, wlio 
has had no word of her scattered 
family. 

Representatives of the U.N. 
High Commissioner for Refugees, 
the European Community 
Humanitarian Office, and two 
private organizations, Food for 
the Hungry and Doctors without 
Frontiers visited the refugee 
encampments Saturday. 

The aid workers were in 
O'Smach to learn how much aid 
was needed, and how soon, a 
spokeswoman with ECHO said, 
refusing to give her name.

Khmer Rouge guerrillas sentence former 
leader and his clique to life imprisonment 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) 
Cambodia’s Khmer Rouge guer- 
rillas have sentenced former leader 
Pol Pot to life imprisonment, the 
group’s clandestine radio station 
announced Saturday. 

On Friday, “thousands of peo- 
ple held a meeting and con- 
demned and sentenced Pol Pot 
and his squad that had carried 
out serious rebellious deeds 
against the people,” the broad- 
cast declared. 

“We, the representatives of all 


the people, the army and cadres 
decide to condemn Pol Pot and 
his clique to life imprisonment,” 
it announced near the end of the 
broadcast of what was described 
as a public meeting to prosecute 
Pol Pot and members of his 
“genocidal clique." 

Pol Pot has reportedly been a 
captive of his former comrades 
since June, when a violent split in 
the group developed as it was 
negotiating peace terms with ti-.e 
government.

Chinese see

KUALA LUMPUR, Mala>-sia — 
Less than three months before 
President Clinton’s planned sum- 
mit ^vitJl liis Cliincsc counterpart, 
Jiang Zemin, Ciiina’s foreign min-

But a new potential slicking 
point has emerged once again 
over Taiwan, with Taiwanese 
President Lee Teng-hui soon 
expected to ask the United 
States for o transit visa to allow 
him to stop on U.S. soil cn route 
TO Central America. 

The foreign minister, Qinn 
Qicticn, raiScQ tKC question of 
Lee's transit scop during a 
lengthy session Saturday with 
U.S. Sccrccarj; of State 
Madeleine K. Albrigtii. 

- State Department spokesman 
Nicholas Bums said Qian reiter- 
ated the long-standing and 
"familiar" Chinese position that 
there is only one China and 
Tai^van is a renegade province of 
China. Burns said Albright 
responded that the United States 
has not yet received Lee’s 
request for a transit visa, but 
added “our position on transits is 
that they will be looked at on a 
case by-case ’oasis," taking into 
consideration the safety and 
comfort of the passenger.

Chinese military exerdses in the 
Taiwan Strait and a downward 
spiral in U.S.-China relations that 
took more than a year to mend. 
That earlier Lee crip was deemed 
a “private visit" at the time, but 
in Taiwan — anxious to break out 
of its long dtplomadc isolation — 
the crip was treated much like an 
official sojourn, with the huge 
welcoming crowds and Lee’s 
hi(^-profile speech receiving live 
television coverage. 

In an earlier news conference, 
Qian alluded to Lee’s upcoming 
visa request, telling reporters 
that Washington should “handle 
the question of Taiwan cautious- 
ly and properly, in order to pre- 
vent the question of Tahvan from 
interfering again with the 
improvement and growth of 
Sino-U.S. relations.” Qian said 
Taiwan "has always been the 
core issue in the Sino-U.S. rela- 
tionsliip." 

Albright and Qian, holding 
their fourth meeting this year, 
discussed a range of strategic 
and bilateral issues, including 
the need for four-party talks to 
resume over the troubled Korean 
Peninsula. Bums said Albright 
also put in a plea for the release 
of well-knotvn Chinese dissidents 
“as soon as possible."

U.S. drops objections to 
Trans-Iranian pipeline

WASHINGTON — Tlie Clinton 
administration has decided not to 
oppose a S1.6 billion pipeline 
that would carry huge quantities 
of Central Asian natural gas 
across Iran, the first significant 
casing of the economic isolation 
of the Tehran regime, according 
to U.S. officials and other 
sources. 

The 2,000-mile pipeline pro- 
ject, now undertaken with tacit 
U.S. acquiescence, would mark 
Iran’s first participation in any 
major international energy pro- 
ject since the 1979 Islamic revo- 
lution there. That upheaval and 
the seizure of American hostages 
led to U.S. sanctions and a long, 
international campaign by 
Washington against Iron's funda- 
mentalist government for 
allegedly supporting terrorism. 

The pipeline would carry gas 
from Turkmenistan on the east- 
ern side of the Caspian Sea 
across a 788-mile strctcli of north- 
ern Iran to energy-needy Turkey 
and, eventually, to Europe. One 
official said the Clinton adminis- 
tration doc.s not endorse the 
pipeline but has concluded that 
such a' project “does not teclini- 


cally violate ILSA," the 1996 
Iran-Libya Sanctions Act. 

The law bars U.S. and foreign 
investments of more than $40 
million in the development of 
Iran’s energy sector, but does not 
address pipelines carrying anotii- 
er country’s gas or oil across Iran, 
the offidd said. 

Iran would reap a portion of 
transit fees for allorving the gas 
to flow under its territory. 

In part, the administration’s 
decision to go along with the 
pipeline reflects the heigluened 
priority now given to helping die 
independent former Soviet stales 
of Central Asia assert their inde- 
pendence from Russia. The 
Caspian Sea region holds the 
largest oil and gas reserves out- 
side the Persian Gulf, but, histori- 
cally, Moscow has looked on 
these resources as a long-term 
reserve for its own needs. 

Ru.ssia has been the traditional 
market for Turkmenistan’s pas 
reserves, the world’s third 
largest. For that reason, a trans- 
Iranian pipeline would advance a 
major goal of U.S. policy to pro- 
vide multiple outlets for Caspian 
energy reserves that do not run 
across Rus.sian territory, U.S. offi- 
dais noted.

TOKYO (AP) — They looked 
like another pair of old, beat-up 
American sneakers, the kind 
going stale in the bade of some- 
one’s closet. But for Yutaka 
Amano, they are a treasure — 
worth $850. 

Amano, a 40-year-old import 
company executive, dished out 
the stack of cash for a pair of 
Nike Air Jordans at an auction of 
old blue jeans and sneakers in 
Tokyo on Saturday, biUed as the 
first of its kind in Japan. 

“They’re cute so I want them," 
said Amano, who also owns 
another pair he bought at a 
Tokj'o store for $2,000. 

The demand for American hand- 
mc-dmvns like womout Levi’s and 
crumpled running shoes is sky-high 
in Jopan, and the pricey col- 
lectibles arc making a tidy profit 
for trans-Padilc businessmen. 

Ac Tokyo Auction House in (he 
fashionable Azabu district, where 
about 200 people gathered for 
feverish bidding over nearly 500 
items, a pair of never-worn Levi's 
from 1927 fetched 521,000. 

A faded red Wrangler jacket sold 
for $1,000. An indigoblue tuxedo, 
supposedly made exclusively for 
Bing Crosl^, isTait for $3,400. 

"Japanese youths arc 
American wannabes," said Max 
Shapiro, the auction’s organizer 
and mvner of Green for Jeans, a 
used clothing company in Point 
Richmond, Calif., that targets the 
Japanese. 

His S3 million-a-year business 
consists of buying more than 
20,000 pairs of used jeans each 
month from Americans, then sell- 
ing them to the many Japanese 
stores that specialize in old jeans. 

The fascination with things 
American is obvious on Tokyo 
streets, which are lined with 
stores peddling hip-hop fashions, 
Dennis Rodman T-shirts and 
flashy skateboards. But nothing 
says Made in U.S.A. more than 
jeans a la James Dean.

“How do you make your state- 
ment?

Isao Takahashi, 38, who bought 
an old pair of Levi’s SOI jeans for 
$3,400, said he had his eyes on 
about 40 items for his Junky 
Qassics store in a Tokyo suburb. 

“I hope to sell them for about 
double the price,” Takahashi 
said.

Hundreds evacuate as typhoon lashes Japan 

TOKYO — A typhoon dumped rain and whipped up seas in 
southwestern Japan Saturday, forcing hundreds from their homes 
and leaving at least two people dead. 

Power.failurcs, landslides and flooding were reported in much 
of the country as Typhoon Rosie liit the eastern side of the island 
of Shikoku with winds of up to 69 mph. 

The sliglitJy weakened storm then lashed the southern coast of 
Honshu, Japan’s largest island, ivith tvinds of up to 78 mph, meteo- 
rologists said. Flood and heavy rain warnings were issued for 
much of western and central Japan. 

In southwe.siem Honshu, residents waded knee-deep througli 
flooded streets and frantically scooped water from their homes 
with buckets. Police said two people drowned while collecting 
shellfish in a river swelled by heavy rains. 

The typhoon nearly paralyzed air, land and sea transportation 
througliout Japan, More titan 300 domestic flights were canceled, 
and many train and ferry services have been saspended. 

Japan’s meicorological agency said nearly IG inche.s of rain had 
fallen since Friday in part of Narn prefecture on Honshu. It said 
more than 32 inches could fall in mountainous sections of the Kii 
Peninsula, also on Honshu. 

National broadcaster NHK reported that more than 1,000 peo- 
ple had leh their homes in four different prcfocture.s, or states, in 
die typhoon’s path. More titan 4,000 liou-seholds have been affect- 
ed by power failures. 

Chinese chemical leak poisons 1,000 

BEIJING -—Nearly 1,000 people fell ill when a storage tank 
holding liquid chlorine burst at a chemical factory in eastern 
China, an official newspaper reported. 

Those sickened by la.st Wednesday’s leak included workers and 
people living near the factory in Qingdao, in coastal Shandong 
province, the Yangcheng Evening News said Friday. 

None of the nearly 1,000 people who received medical treat- 
ment were in critical condition, the newspaper said. It said about 
a half-ton of chlorine leaked from the tank. 

Anti-Taliban troops receive rocket fire 

DASHT-E-HAJI, Afghanistan — Taliban .soldiers tried to stave 
off a looming battle over the Afglian capital Saturday, firing anti- 
aircraft guns and multiple rocket laundicrs at opposition forces 
north of Kabul. 

Anti-Toliban troops have made stunning gains in recent days 
and arc aiming to retake the capital lost to the Islamic army in 
September. Led by former military chief Ahmed Sliah Masood 
anti Uzbek warrior Malik Pahalwan, they have advanced to witliin 
nine miles of Kabul. 

The fighting has forced hundreds of nomads out of their cool 
mountain homes. On Saturday, dozens of families, herding flocks 
of sheep, trudged through sunbaked fields and headed noah to 
the capital. 

A 10-ycar-oId girl stopped to pick up an old Russian liclmet, mis- 
shapen and dirty, put it on her head and raced to catdi up with 
her family. 

Overhead, opposition jets fired rockets and Taliban planes 
retaliated. 

Taliban soldiers are hunkered dotvn on what is known as the 
now road northeast of Kabul. Tito road has been used os a back 
entrance to the strategic Baghram air base. 

Holding it is tiic Taliban army’s last chance to stave off on all- 
out attack on Kabul by the opposition, a nonlicra-based alliance 
of soldiers from several minority ethnic groups. 

Armed men massacre 37 in Algeria 

ALGIERS, Algeria — Armed men slashed the throats of 37 vil- 
lagers in separate attacks that bore the hallmarks of Muslim mili- 
tants, survivors said Satvirday. 

The massacres occurred Wednesday night, only hours before 
the leader of Algeria’s most violent Muslim militant group was 
reportedly killed. 

Men in two armored trucks raided two small villages 30 miles 
west of the capital, Algiers. The attackers cut the throats of or 
decapitated 30 villagers before burning one family’s house to the 
ground, the tvitnesscs said. 

Only one member of iliat family survived the massacre, tvhidi 
resembled previous killings by Muslim militants.

Desperation drives deaf Mexicans into the streets 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — For the 
deaf who ply Mexico City's 
crowded subways peddling candy 
and trinkets, the lure of New 
York is strong. Many of jheir 
friends have already left, and 
urge them to follow. 

“My friends said, 'Come on, 
come with us’ — but 1 have my 
children and parents here,” said 
Maribcl Mendoza, a single moth- 
er who hauls a bag of candy 
through the subways for five 
hours a day. 

In addition to the promise of 
money up north, there is the 
threat of exploitation — as the 
world found out when New York 
police swooped down on two 
Queens apartments and found 57 
deaf vendors crammed into tiny 
cubicles, complaining of abuse. 
The discovery evoked sympathy 
across the United States and 
Mexico. 

But the deaf who stay on in 
their native Mexico work the 
same routine and gel little com- 
passion — and little money. A 
iiag of candy here goes not for a 
dollar, but for a peso — 13 cents. 

Tlic deaf also have to contend 
with a police force that they say 
fails to protect them, and often 
preys on them outright. 

Rogue subway police demand 
up to a third of a day's earnings 
in bribes or take them to the 
“Little Bullpen," a jail notorious 
for its shakedowns, for selling on 
the subway. And vendors with 
normal hearing — because of 
Mexico's economic crisis — have 
begun to intrude on what used to 
be lite territory of the deaf. 

That’s why a conversation in 
sign language among four deaf 
vendors outside a subnay station 
turned to how to survive in a 
country where even those with-

time getting by — and whether 
the United States' miglii offer bet- 
ter luck 

“The ones who go up there 
never come back with money. 
The .return just as broke ns they 
lefi,” said Andres Nava 
Cardenas, a stocky vendor in a 
blue T-shirt that proclaimed in 
English: “I love you.” 

But Alma Rosa Rodriguez, who 
visited New York to sell trinkets 
in airports and subways, had seen 
some advantages in the United 
States. She mimed tiic way police 
there treated her a courteous tap 
on the shoulder and a wagging 
Anger ordering her to leave. 

“We would just wait until they 
went away, and then we'd go 
right back to selling,” Rodriguez 
said. 


The deaf here quickly form 
actiLiaintances among those who 
si>eak their sign language, a ges- 
iurc-i>a.scd code that initially baf- 
fled interpreters in New York. 

When it comes to alphabetic 
sign language, needed to spell 
out names, the gestures become 
slow and laborious. 

“Most of the deaf here have lit- 
tle more than a first- or second- 
grade education,” said Berta 
Olveira, an interpreter. 

Mendoza worked .sewing cloth- 
ing until her husband abandoned 
her, leaving her witii two chil- 
dren and almost no money. She 
began selling trinkets to make 
more money, and says she vvants 
a better job, 

“My children arc teaching me 
how to read and write. I’ve 
passed the third grade,” she said 


with shy pride. 

Asked what she wanted the 
government to do for her, 
Mendoza gave a gesture even a 
person unfamiliar witli sign lan- 
guage could understand — she 
threw her hands in the air and 
rolled her eyes skyward. 

“I wouldn’t know what to ask 
for, since they’ve never done any- 
thing forme,” she said. 

Life used to be worse for deaf 
Mexicans; many once were classi- 
fied as mentally retarded 
because of their slurred speed.. 
That, at least, is “a tiling of the 
past,” said Humberto Galcanu, 
director of the National Special 
Education Teachers School. 

But the deaf still face many 
challenges. 

Mexico’s constitution guaran- 
tees an education to all, but 
Galcano said the government 
doesn’t allocate cnoiigli money to 
leach the deaf. The constitution 
prohibits discrimination, but pri- 
vate employers guilty of it are .sel- 
dom prosecuted. 

Mexico City ha.s 80 centers 
where the deaf, the blind and 
retarded children are all given 
clas-scs. 

But Jose Baldillo Huenn, direc- 
tor of the private Benito Juarez 
Sdiool for the Deaf, s;iid the gov- 
ernment schools won’t accept 
children who are completely 
deaf. 

With little education, many 
deaf people wind up in the sub- 
ways — or in the United States. 
And Baldillo says until the gov- 
erament start.s teaching deaf ciiil- 
dren to talk, the supply of 
migrants to the nonh will never 
runout. 

“Here in Mexico, we may be 
manufacturing dcaf-muics," he 
said.

WROCLAW, Poland — When 
manhole covers began bursting 
and shooting geysers of sewage 
into the district court here, 
administrator Stanislaw 
Natvrocki knew political leaders 
had dithered into a disaster. 

“llieir communiques were so 
chaotic that you couldn’t figure 
out what to do. They were all so 
optimistic. They told us it migln 
get a bit humid in herc," Nawrodd 
said, sitting in a building, tliat ttvo 
weeks later, is still dripping tvitli 
smelly, sodden papers — 70 per- 
cent of the court’s records. 

The deadliest natural disaster 
of this century — a flood in 
which more than 100 people 
have drowned in Poland and the 
Czech Republic — rolled 
through this industrial center, 
with many of its 650,000 people 
left vulnerable and unprepared 
by political and military leaders.

Indian head offers talks with militants 

SRINAGAR, India — India's prime minister on Saturday 
offered unconditional talks with Kashmiri militants fighting for 
independence. 

It was the first time since shortly after the Muslim uprising 
erupted in 1989 in the disputed Himalayan territory that an 
Indian leader had offered to meet the militants without prior con- 
ditions. 

Prime Minister Indcr Kumar Gujral made the offer in Srinagar, 
the center of rebel aaivity. Nearly 15,000 people have been killed 
in nearly eight years of fitting. 

In a speech to nearly 3,0(X) people after inaugurating work on 
the first railway line to Kashmir, Gujral said the government “is 
ready for uncondirional talks with misguided elements in the 
Kashmir valley so that peace returns to the paradise on earth.'' 

Gujral was on his first visit to war-tom Kashmir since taking 
over as prime minister nearly three months ago.

Cuban communists flock to speech 



A Cuban workar tiarvosts sugar cans In June In the Matlel area, 30 miles west 
of Havana, Cuba. Communist party faithful anticipated news on Saturday that 
the crucial sugar harvest shrank this season as they traveled here for an annual 
revolution day speech given this year by the government's No. 2 man, Qen Raul 
Castro. 


LAS TUNAS, Cuba (AP) — 
Tens of thou.un^ of Communkt 
Party faithful converged on this 
southeastern city Saturday to 
hear Cuba’s annual Revolution 
Day speech — even though most 
anticipated a mixed message. 

While tourism is up, the sugar 
harvest is down and the United 
States seems the most determined 
it has been in years to bring down 
Cuba’s teetering economy. 

The government uses the annu- 
al celebration of Cuba's revolu- 
tion to update Cubans on the 
state of their economy — espe- 
cially the all-important sugar har- 
vest that is their main source of 
hard currency. 

But the message Iuls become a 
more important muosurc of eco- 
nomic progress since the collapse 
of the Soviet Uition, wliich has cost 
Cuba critical aid and trade with 
farmer Communist bloc partners. 

President Fidel Castro, who 
usually gives the speech, was to 
preside over the event while turn- 
ing over the podium to his 
younger brother, Gen. Raul 
Castro, the country's vice presi- 
dent and armed forces chief. 

As in past years, the address 
was expected to be used to rally 


Cubans behind the government 
l>y blasting U.S. efforts to pres- 
sure (he island nation with a 
tightened economic embargo. 

The evening speech was also 


likely to address Cuban officials’ 
fears about what they believe are 
growing American efforts to sabo- 
tage their government. Cuba has 
blamed people in the United 


States for recent attacks on two 
luxury hotels in Havana. Tlie U.S. 
government denies involvement. 

Tens of thousands of poiW stal- 
warw traveled by bus, train and 
plane to Las Tunas, 400 miles 
southeast of Havana. 

“Firm, united, secure," declared 
the Communist party daily 
Granmn on the eve of the 44th 
anniversary of the attack that 
started the battle that brought 
Fidd Castro to power in 1959. 

The Revolution Day celebra- 
tion began Friday night with live 
music and a carnival in the center 
of this rural community. In sur- 
rounding neighborhoods, open 
fires were built in the middle of 
the streets to cook big pots of 
“caldosa,” a thick pork stew. 

Raul Castro was expected to 
balance the bad news about sugar 
exports with good news about 
growtli in tourism, Cuba’-s second 
largest source of foreign 
exchange. 

Cuban economists estimate 
that this year’s recently complet- 
ed sugar harvest will reach only 
4.2 million tons, down from 4.45 
million in 1996. The govenunent 
had projected 4.7 million to 4.8 
million tons for this year.

Hanford manager apologizes to workers

BAKER CITY, Ore. (AP) — A 
passcnRcr attacked the driver of 
a Greyhound bus with 46 pas- 
sengers, then took the wheel 
and drove it across an interstate 
into an embankment, injuring 
several passengers and the dri- 
ver. 

Afterward, passengers and 
passers-by detained Jorge Luis 
Castillo, 37, until police arrived 
Friday night in this eastern 
Oregon town near the Idaho bor- 
der. 

State Police supervisor Terry 
Vandchey said Castillo became 
angry with the driver for some 
reason and that she stopped the 
bus, bound for Portland. Then 
Castillo attacked her, threw her 
from the bus and got into the dri- 
ver’s seat, he said. 


The driver managed to get 
back on the bus but the man 
drove it across the median and 
the opposite lane into an 
embankment, where it came to a 
stop upright. Seven people suf- 
fered minor injuries, including 
the driver. 

Police said passers-by report- 
ed that Castillo tried to steal the 
cars of some drivers who 
stopped to help. Vandchey said 
the motive for the attack is 
unclear. 

On July 19, a Kentucky man 
who hijacked a Greyhound bus 
was overpowered by the driver 
and passengers in North 
Carolina. He wound up dead, but 
a cause of death has not yet been 
determined. 


RICHLAND, Wash. (AP) — A 
Hanford manager has apologized 
publicly to 10 workers who were not 
promptly dtcckcd for chemical expo- 
sure oftcr a May explosion at the 
I lunford nuclear reservation. 

A new report on Hanford's emer* 
gcncy response to the blast is 
“downright ugly,” iiddcd a federal 
Hanford official Friday. 

The apology to workers came 
from Mike Yates, a vice president 
with Fluor Daniel Hanford, the U.S. 
Energy Department’s management 
contractor at the site. 

Affcacd company workers should 
luve reedved better care immediate- 
ly after llic May 14 chemical explo- 
.sion at a nuclear weapons plant, 
Yates said at a news conference in 
this south-central Washington diy 
just outside H.tnford. 

“Wc offer our apolopes to those 
employees not cared for properly,” 
Yates said. 

Worker Joe Hennessey, who was 
among the 10 workers, said that 
while he is satisfied with the apolo- 
gy, “I don't think their mvesligation 
is complete yet.” 

lie declined to say what health 
problems he lias suffered since the 
blast. 

Uoyd Piper, DOE's Hanford man- 


ager, declined to say whether any 
penalties will be imposed for the 
inadequate response. It is loo early 
to make that determination, he 
said. 

Hanford is still working out steps 
that will be taken to prevent such 
problems in the fuiiue, Yates .said. 

But officials have already decid* 
cd on one improvement, he said: At 
key plants, one person will be 
charged with ensuring worker pro- 


tection during emergencies. In a cri- 
sis, worker safety would be those 
individu.ils' sole re.sponsibiljty. 

Hanford, where the government 
m.idc plutonium for nudcor weapons 
for more than four decades, is a dan- 
gerous place. Piper said. But the 
lessons learned since the May acd- 
dem will moke it a safer svork envi- 
rmimcnt.he said.

A new report on Hanford's han-

Slow notification of civilian law 
enforcement and emergency agen- 
cies was also preventable. Piper said. 
Off-site emergency officials have 
complained diey were not told of die 
bla.si for hours. 

Tlic Energy Dep.inment has l>cen 
deeply embarrassed by the explo- 
sion, which released some chemi- 
cals and a small amount of radio.ic- 
tive plutonium into the environ- 
ment, and by Hanford’s repon.se. 

Hanford officials repeated Friday 
that they do not believe the blast 
released any radiation or dangerou.' 
chemicals beyond the boundaries of 
the SGO-sfiuare-mile reservation. 

The explosion at the Plutonium 
Reclamation Facility, once used to 
recover plutonium from waste 
materials produced at Hanford, 
blasted off doors, drove a metal 
shaft into the ceiling like an arrow 
and split open the roof of the build- 
ing. 

Ten workers — eight electrical 
construction employees, a health 
physics technician and a security 
guard — were in the vicinity. 


Plant reopens 
after workers 
become sick 

BREWSTER, Wash. (AP) — 
Many of the workers treated for 
carbon monoxide poisoning at a 
fruit tvarchouse were back on the 
job Saturday, the plant general 
manager said. 

One woman remained hospital- 
ized in stable condition at 
Virginia Mason Medical Center 
in Seattle, wliich has a hyperbar- , 
ic chamber used to increase oxy- 
gen levels in (he blood. Three 
others taken there were released. 

Ed Pariscau, the Brewster 
Heights Packing Co. plant manag- 
er, said a broken belt on an 
exiuust vent may have been par- 
tially responsible for a rise in ca^ 
bon monoxide that sent about 100 
workers to the hospital on Friday. 

The vent’s fan moves oxygen 
throughout the warehouse, 
where propane-powered equip- 
ment is used. 

A door that provides some venti- 
lation in the 25,000-squarc foot 
warehouse also was closed at the 
time of the illnesses, Pariscau said. 

He said detectors were 
installed in the warehouse 
Saturday to spot any rise in car- 
bon monoxide. 

“Most of the same employees 
ore back to work,” he said. 

The warehouse is working 
round-the-clock because it is in 
the midst of the cherry season, 
Pariscau said. 

Ofndols from die state Deport- 
ment of Labor and industries and 
the Okanogan County Health 
Dlstria ore CjqKctcd to take over 
the investigation Monday. 

Washington State Patrol Lt. 
Ken Irwin said four propane-pow- 
ered heaters, a propane fruit 
dryer and two propone forklifts 
were running in the ivorchousc. 

Fire crews found low levels of 
oxygen in die budding, he said. 

Some workers began suffering 
headaches and nausea near the 
end of a 12-hour shift Friday 
afternoon. Scores of workers 
began feeling sick about 5 p.m. 
and some fainted, said Flor 
■Trujillo, a 15-year-old girl who 
worked at the plant. 

Ms. Trujillo said a supervisor 
ordered workers to remain inside 
and on the packing lines after the 
first workers began complaining. 
Only when severd workers fmc- 
ed were workers alloived outside, 
she said.

• A park of their own; 
it’s not such a bad idea 


If you wonder whether a skateboard 
park is a good idea for TWin Falls, ask 
a town that has one. 

Lewiston, for instance. That city 
built a skate park seven years ago, in 
hopes of diverting the rolling rumpus 
from its downtotvn sidewalks. The pro- 
ject is a continuing success. 

Just last week, the Lewiston Morn- 
ing Tribune (whose office is barely a 
block from the park) advised nearby 
Moscow to consider a park of its own.

Even in the middle of a 
hot summer afternoon Monday, a few 
skateboarders practiced on the ramps 
and other minimal improvements to 
the concrete pad that is the park.” 
That’s a persuasive testimonial. Its 
timing is a happy coincidence for 
i\vin Falls residents who are cam- 
paigning for a similar facility at Har- 
mon Park.

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From the sublime to the ridiculous 


O ne day in Washington 
took us from the sub- 
lime to the ridiculous, 
from the death of the 
great Justice William 
Brennan to the weasel-worded 
^sturing of Haley Barbour. O 
temporal 0 morcsl - which is 
what thcandent Romans used to 
^y when they were bemoaning 
how everything had gone to pot 
It was a day of the most 
depressing contrasts. 

The beloved Brennan, who was 
simply one of the most thorough- 
ly good people of our time, leaves 
a magnificent legacy. One man, 
one vote, freedom of the press to 
criddze government officials,' dis- 
montling the entire system of 
Jim Crow laws that discriminat- 
ed against black citizons, an end 
tb discrimination based on sex, 
and much more. Above all, 
Brennan stood for the dignity 
and liberty of individuals. 

One irony of his career is thot 
he was so often condemned by 
conservatives, who are - theoreti- 
cally, at least -supposed to be 
concerned with the rights of the 
individual in the face of a power- 
ful government One of Breiumn’s 
greatest dedsioas was on appar- 
ently technical case involving due 
process for a welfare recipient 
whose benefits had been termi- 
nated without a hearing. From 
that case came a whole line of law 
limiting what'govemmcnt can do 
to n person without process. 
,U1 those loony right-ilringers in 
the “takings’’ movement and the 
milida movement wbb carry on 
about the evils of government 
owe Brennan more than they 
know. 

In fact, Brennan is a perfect 
example of the confluence of 
ri^t-lcft concerns when it comes 
to fundamental freedoms, the 
kind that always make me won- 
der why more real conservatives 
don’t join the American Civil 
Liberties Union. True, Brerman's 
name is also associated with' 
some of the court’s most centres 
versial stands; abordon right^ 
protected Qog-buming, the ri^c 
to sue for police misconduct and 
stopping the death penalty (at 
least for a while). I happen to 
think he was right on oil of those, 


too^ond th(w too stemmed from 
his passion for individual liberty. 

Finally, there is the sorrow of 
losing Brennan not just because 
he was a great justice but 
because he was a darling. Not an 
ounce of pretense, smu^css or 
moral superiority to him - but he 
was such an honorable man; his 
character was so fine. He came 
out of Irish ward politics and rel- 
ished a good political toTc and 
the varieties of human foolish- 
ness. There’s an old Texas locu- 
tion using “joy” as a verb that 
always makes me think of 
Brennan.’Hc joyed in life. 

From Brennan to Holey 
Barbour- what a comedown. The 
former chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee ^owed 
up to testify before the Senate 
campaign finance hearings, ooz- 
ing unctuous scif-rightcousness. 

The Republicans did nothing 
wrong. The Republicans didn’t 
break the law. “People who say 
everybody docs it are wrong. It’s 
not true. Everybody doesn't do 
it.” And then the man sits there 
defending the most obvious 
money-laundering scheme imag- 
inable. 

According to Congressional 
Quancrly, a Sl.G million transfer 
from a Hong Kong concern 
accounted for 67 percent of the 
RNCs money tracers to state 
party committees in the three 
weeks before the ’94 election. 
But, says Mr. Barbour, this was 
not foreign money because it 
came through the U.S. subsidi^ 
of the Hong Kong firm. 'Vou dig- 
nify that "U-S. subsidiary" by 
calling it a shell corporation - it 
did no business, had no assets 
and consisted of the address of a 
former RNC chairman. 

Then, Barbour testified that he 
never suspected he was getting 
foreign money. As he sat dis- 
cussing this loan on the deck of a 
yacht in a Hong Kong harbor 


with a citizen of Taiwan, it never 
even occurred to him. 

Next, Barbour claims that it 
makes no difference if it was for- 
cignmoncybccauseitdidn’tgo . 
the RNC but to a “completely 
separate" organization coUcd the 
National Policy Forum, which 
Barbour also happened to head. 
In its own literature and internal 
memos, the forum is desaribed as 
“an affiliate,” “an offshoot” and 
“a subsidiary” of the RNC. Its 
own president said the separa- 
tion between the organizations is 
“a fiction." 

None of this fazed Barbour. 
A^rding to him, what the Re- 
publicans did was completely 
legal and okey-dokey; only the 
Democrats did wrong. It was urp- 
making. 

On the scorecard: Sen. Joe 
Licbermnn of Connecticut is 
starting to look like a star - calm, 
polite and dear. Chnlnnan Fred 
Thompson had some veiy good 
moments, patiently ti^g to get 
Barbour to address the broader 
implications of running foreign 
money through a shell corpora- 
tion to a shell think tank. John 
Glenn, although not particularly 
articulate, has also droppcd.par- 
tisanship in favor of Itxiking at 
the entire scandal of campaign 
financing. 

Pcec Domcnid of New Mexico 
lost it completely and attacked 
Glenn personally. Susan Collins 
of Maine seems detetnuned to 
focus on the irrelevant. Bob 
Torricelli of New Jersey is very 
quick on his feet - a lot of talent 
there but sometimes not much 
judgment. 

On the whole, there’s for too 
much emphasis on “foreign 
money,” as thou^ foreign 
money were the only problem 
here and good old American 
money weren’t in there buying 
itself tax loopholes, subsidies, 
preferential treatment and cor- 
porate welfare, and generally 
numing roughshod over the tax- 
payers. At a mimmum, what 
we're looking at is dear proof 
that soft money should tw out- 
lawed entirdy.

The meaning of manhood shifts 


T he summer movie sea- 
son is here, and with it 
comes a new spate of 
action heroes - Batman, 
Robin, the crew of 
Speed 2, John Travolta and Nicho- 
las Cage ouc-machismoing each 
other in “Fncc/Off,” among oth- 
ers. But what do these images say 
to us about the sente of contempo- 
rary manhood? That it’s facing 
great changes. Andwhch that 
happens, we always get fosdnatcd 
vrith the cult of the warrior, whic^ 
is dear-cut and ca^ to under- 
stand. 

But if you’re male, what isn’t so 
clear-cut is what you are really 
supposed to be. Are you the Sena- 
tive I^e, the Post-Sensitive Mole, 
the Involved Father or the Distant 
Dad, the Macho htin, the Neo- 
wimp or the Terminator? Are you 
confused a^ut the Crisis of 
Masculinity in contemporary sod- 
ety? Do you fail to reco^iizc your- 
in all the images of manhood 
banded about, from the shirtless 
sex symbols in the soap operas to 
the dieerlcss killing machines of 
the action-advenmre flicks? Do 
you long for the good old days, 
when men Were men and Jolin 
Wayne rode tall in the saddle, and 
guys didki't have to ^vorry about 
who - or what - they were? 

ITiis confusion is nothing new. 
The Crisis of Masculinity is not a 
novel historical phenomenon, cre- 
ated the ^vomen’s movement or 
.economic downsizing or contem- 
porary urban life just to make 
today’s men miserable. In fact, 
Te^y Roosevelt worried about it. 
So ^d Heniy James. One can 
imagine Natty Bumpo, sitting on a 
log in his deerskins, wondering 
whether the Iroquois had the ' 
manhood thing right, and if he 
had to scuny to catch up. In any 
event, every historical era seems 
to have b^ conflicted over the 
correct definition of defining man- 
hole and whatever it tvas, people 
tvere sure men didn’t have 
cnou^ 

In the mld-19lli century, for 
example - wliich we tend to view 
as some golden age of patriarchy r

it was tltc doting of the frontier 
that was bemoaned as signaling 
the end of manhood. 

“By mid-century," writes Rut- 
gers sodologist Mikael Kimmcl, 
“masculinity was increasingly 
threatened by tlic twin forces of 
industridlzation and the spread of 
political democracy." The fron- 
tier, with its unpreojdented possi- 
bilities for freedom, was dosing 
down. Urbanization was altering 
men’s relations to their work. 
Before die Qvil War, 8S percent 
of American males were small 
farmers or independent artisans 
or 8mall-busincs.s men. But by 
1910, less than one-third of all 
men were sclf-cmplt^cd. 

Manhood ivas vanishing, critics 
wrote, os men became mere cogs 
in machines. Critics said that dty 
life was making men weak and 
dtics represented “dvilization, 
confinement and female efforts to 
domcsticaic the world,” as.one 
critic put it. 

And no less a sage than novelist 
Henry James muttered in “The 
Bostonians”: The whole genera- 
tion is womanized. The masculine 
tone is passing out of the world. 
It’s a feminine, nervous, hysteri- 
cal, chattering canting age.” 

It was against this backdrop 
that Teddy Roosevelt's hypermas- 
culinity sttode onto the world 
stage. It wasn't secure manhood 
that the Rough Rider represent- 
ed, but anxiety about what men 
were. World War I represented 
another crisis; Americans were 
shocked when nearly half ilie 
recruits were disqualified for mili- 
tary service. 

If the 19th and early 20th cen- 
turies weren’t good times for men, 
how about the 1950s? Father 
Knew Best and women were home 
raising Idcls. Surely, men were 
secure then. 

Actually, they weren’t. Harry 
Brotl, editor of “The Making of 
^^asallinities," writes, “The nos- 


talgic male eye that looks loo^ng- 
ly back to the 1950s, ostensibly 
the lost time when men were men 
and everyone loimv what that 
meant, forge ts that this was a peri- 
od of pervasive fear among the 
white middle class that men were 
b^g emasculated and turned 
into the robotized organization 
men in indiscinguisbablcgtay 
flannel suits.” 

Perhaps the reason that we see 
men as a stolid, un(han^ng^vall 
of flesh is the nature of history. 
Men have been seen only ns 
actors in the public arena, while 
their private lives remained essen- 
tially invisible to history. What 
public men wrote about were 
their publiclivcs.'niey skipped 
over their real emotit^ livcs- 
their diildrcn, tlicir loves, their 
passion. 

Peter Filene of the Univeroty 
of North Carolina, on ouihorily on 
sex roles in America, points out, 
“The liistories that men have writ- 
ten a^ut themselves contain the 
some biases as the histories th<^ 
have written obout one onothcr- 
thc three dimensional man. pri- 
vate, semipublic and public -is 
Qactcned into a masculine stereo- 
type and image of a Marlboro 
man on a billboard beside the 
highway." 

Real men, unlike the stereo- 
types, arc a diverse and interest- 
ing loL They are not Rambos or 
wimps, studs or sissit^ or post-sen- 
sitive men. Manhood has present- 
ed myriad models throughout his- 
tory, and it is a concept that is con- 
stantly chan^g - one hopes, in 
this d^ and age, away from the 
cardboard cuiouL Catharine 
Stimpson envisionsa future for 
men in which Qcxibility is the key, 
in wltich individual differences ore 
respected and tolerated, and ' 

“boys will grow up CO be men, but . 
no ^ will think that being a man 
demands marching in lock step 
with other men while tvomcn 
cheer them on from the sidelines.”

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If Apple Computer falls, we’ll pay 


T here’s a lot of bad ncNvs 
swirling around Apple 
Computer these days. 
CEOs and CEO candi- 
dates arc dropping like 
flies; a buyer is nowhere to be 
found; the stock, aldiough re- 
bounding somewhat, remains at a 
historic low; market share is dtvin- 
dling; IcKSCS arc mounting. And, 
most of all. the mystique and 
momentum that once character- 
ized the California romputcr giant 
are gone. 

Apple Computer is possibly on 
the way under. Even with the 
release of a higldy praised nesv 
operation system version, even 
with the optimism that has settled 
over the company since failed 
“comeback-artist” GUben Amclio 
stepped dotvn as CEO, the odds 
arc long that the company can 
-stage anything approaching a seri- 
ous rebound towanl substantial 
market share. 

But, if Apple docs fail, wc will 
all p:^ a hi^ price. As events 
have unfoldicd. many have diosen 
to view the dcdinc of Apple as a 
subject for the business pages, os 
(merely) the dramatic foil of a 
Fortune 500 company with all its 
predictable costs. And the .saga is 
surely noteworthy from this per- 
spective. 

But viesving Apple’s decline as 
essentially business news is short- 
sighted. In fact, this is a far more 
broad and important subject than 
that, one with much deeper rever- 
berations tliroughout our svorld. 
For one can hai^y underestimate 
the unparalleled role this particu- 
lar corporation has played - more 
td the point, has to play - in the 
computer revolution, one of the 
furthest-reaching transformations 
in thchisioiyof hiunonity. 

Apple was positioned to change 
the landscape for billions. Now 
tluit opportunity lias faded, seized 
instead by Microsoft and “Intel- 
Inside" I^ But even if the out- 
come is a foregone condu.sion, 
even if Apple has already faded 
from relevance, it is critical that

Today’s desktop 
computers are vastly inferior to 
the computers that likely ivould 
have proliferated had Apple not 
fumbled so badly. It’s no surprise 
that Windows PC^ fail regularly. 
That they’re expensive. 'That 
they’re continually homogeneous. 
In die absence of Apple's prod- 
ucts, there is essentially no choice 
left in the computer marketplace, 
and thus there is (and will contin- 
ue to be) little of the emplusis on 
quality and value that market 
dioice impels. 

On another level, Apple's fail- 
ure is a triumph in the computer 
ivorld of style over substance. 

Sure, there’s always been a whole 
lot of sparkle and style to Apple’s 
product line. But Apple’s produas 
have always represented creativi- 
ty, productivity and quality, if at a 
premium price. Even today. Apple 
computers dominate a small but 
appreciative community of artists, 
graphic designers, musidans and 
desktop publishers, all using tlieir 
well-designed, relatively mainte- 
nance-free Apple computers os 
tools for productive enterprises. 

Windows-based PCs on the 
otlier hand, have developed the’ 
cynicsil but wdl^eserved reputa- 
tion for time-squandering triviali- 
ties and gimmidoy instead of pro- 
ductive work. Consider a recent 
national advertisement for 
Microsort’s Office 97 suite of “pro- 
ductivity software.” Instead of 
describing how the software con 
help the user become more pro- 
ductive, the advertisement details 
henv you can “erase lines and 
stretch boxes,” add an “exquisite 
pie-within-a-pie diart” and “throw

in sound and video clips to really 
wow ’em." 

No mention of actual work, of ; 
course; no pretense of substance - 
at all - just a litany of glossy, fancy 
and ultimately valueless features . 
to helpMicrosoft users feel “pro- . 
ductivo” witliout lifting a finger 
(except to dick Uic mouse). After 
years of conditioning, accompa- 
nied by extravagant promotions 
andrawmarketpower.Microsoff ’ 
software users have simply accept- * 
ed that function always follows 
form. 

Finally, and most dangerously, 
the failure of Apple has resulted 
in a consolidation of power in the 
hands of a few. As computers take 
over an increasing range of activi- 
ties, it becomes proportionately 
important that consumers be 
empowered to select what wc like 
or dislike about them. 

But os Apple has faded, a large 
percentage of tlut empowerment 
has faded. Bill Gates and fricnd.<!, 
now witlt a virtual lock on the 
computer industry, have scant rea- ' 
son to li.sten to us any more, 
liicrc’s virtually nowhere else to 
turn with our money or prefer- 
ences. Wc buy Windows 95 or wc 
buy notliing. And if we buy noili- ’ 
ing, os Gates will so eagerly tell us, ' 
we're hopelessly left behind. 

So computers are everywhere, • 
and they're here to stay. And, bar- - 
ring an astounding recovery, 

Apple computer Is on its way out. 

So where docs the company’s 
dcdinc really leave us? 

It leaves us witli problem-rid- 
den, rapidly obsolete computers, - 
witli the alarming prospect of a 
furore shaped by near-monopoly 
control over llic computer indus- 
try - and all Uic informadon and 
services that tile computer indus- ■ 
try is expeaed to provide. 

Moke no mistake about it: Hic 
cost of Apple's dcdinc is high 
indeed.

TWIN FALLS - “I messed up!” 
exclaimed Stevi Solders, tlirowing her 
braided blonde head into her small 
hands and leaning over the assembly 
rack on which she was weaving a 
macrame bracelet. 

Her dispair only momentary, the 
Jerome girl quickly undid the errant 
knots and went back to her pattern, ^ 
tcmatically turning the brown twine 
with dy(>stained fingers. Within just a 
few minutes more, the wide, flat pattern 
was done and fastened around her 
ankle. 

The bracelet stand was Solders’ 
fourth art form, and fourth booth, in her 
morning at Kids’ Art in the Park 
Saturday. The Magic Valley Arts 
Council sponsors it in City Park to set 
area artisans loose with groups of chil- 
dren. 

“I was real surprised how quickly 
they picked it up,” said macrame 
teacher Sandie Bjomson, a macrame 
leash dangling from her glasses. “There 
were a few exceptional kids who I 


showed once, and they flew from 
there." 

The event is designed to expose chil- 
dren to art, said Elina Annas, a volun- 
teer event organizer. “Ihere’s art teach- 
ers, and an moms,.but they don’t get a 
lot of exposure to art in schools,” Annas 
said. 

Registration is just $1 per child, and 
mostly a commitment to come, Annas 
said. The event had 453 children pre- 
register, and 40 more signed up 
Saturday. 

Solders’ morning included making a 
hemp nc^acc, watching a marionette 
performance by Celeste Rose and weav- 
ing the bracelet, but the marbled paper 
was the best, site said. 

“You should have seen - the first 
eiglit ones of them were really pretty, 
with like swirlics in them,” Solders 
explained in vague but pleased terms. 

It took little prodding from Michelle 
Bcrkebile, a potter from Hagerman, to 
get a group into the clay, especially the 
pan of slapping it flat to spread it. 

“This is an easy medium - it’s so close 
to mud.

Moo-ving on: Gooding County tensions 
prompt dairyman to seek another home 


CSI computer 
link stretches 
into rural Idaho

TWIN FALLS - Computers are 
extending their reach into rural Idaho, 
reducing the gap between opportunities 
available on the farm and in the dty. 

The College of Southern Idaho is 
working toward its goal of building a 
network between Magic Valley high 
schools and hospitals. New network 
extensions include another link to the 
Mini-Cassia area and connections with 
Buhl and Filer higli schools. 

The nenvork enables CSI professors 
and local medical staffs to teach stu- 
dents via an interactive video link. It 
can be used among high schools and 
other colleges and universities, too. 

“It allows them some flexibility to 
enhance their curriculum,” said Jerry 
Beck, eSFs vice president of instruction. 

The Idaho Council for Teclinology in 
Learning atvarded CSI a $100,000 grant 
this summer. About $70,000 will help 
finish a second video link between CSI’s 
T^n Falls campus and its Burley center 
by fall 1998, doubling the number of 
telecommunication courses in the Mini- 
Cassia area. 

Total course offerings in Burley will 
increase by 10 percent with the new 
video connection. Beck said. Math and 
science dosses are in greatest demand 
and likdy will be induded in new dass 
selections. 

About $30,000 in grant money will be 
used (0 install computer links to Buhl 
and Filer high schools, vvliich were not 
included in original network designs, 
said Ken Campbell, the college's dean of 
information technology. 

The regional network itself is more 
than a year behind schedule, Campbell 
‘said. Construction jobs and admlnisfra- 
tion changes in school districts slowed 
the effort. Each link takes about two 
years to finish. 

CSI offers vocational telecommunica- 
tion courses in Twin Falls and Jerome 
high schools, Campbell said. The college 
completed a video link to Valley High 
School in Hazelton this spring. A con- 
nection to Gooding High School could 
be ready by fall. Arrangements to begin 
construction at Minico High School con- 
tinue. 

CSI tvill expand its high sdiool offer- 
ings beyond the vocational courses 
offered in Twin Falls and Jerome to gen- 
eral college courses transferrable to 
four-year spools, Beck said. 

The college will operate its Mini-

Reagan’s former pastor returns 
to ministry after misconduct 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Ronald Reagan’s fomcr pastor 
has tTiCumed to active ministry, 
two years after he was disci- 
plined for sexual misconduct 
with five women, Presbyterian 
church officials said. 

The Rev. Donn Moomaw has 
accepted an interim position at a 
San Diego County church with 
the blessings of the Presbytery of 
the Pacific, which determined 
Moomaw had fulfilled all of the 
requirements to remm, including 
signs of full repentance. 

“Some of the best leaders liavc 
been people who have been 
wounded.” Moomaw told the Los 
Angeles Times in a recent tele- 
phone interview. “I believe that 
some of my best work might be 
ahead of mo.” 

Moomaw, 66, resigned in 
February 1993 after 29 years at 
the Bel Air Presbyterian Church 
in Encino. The circumstances 
remained secret until 1995, when 
the church disclosed that ho 


pleaded no contest to its charges 
of “repeated instances of sexual 
contacL” 

Moomaw was ordered to 
undergo therapy and meet 
monthly with a church commit- 
tee. The ruling declared that he 
could be reinstated on Jan. 1, 
1997, if his rehabilitation was 
considered successful. 

The Rev. Charles Dook, admin- 
istrator of the presbytery, said 
last week that Moomaw is still 
barred from one<n-onc counsel- 
ing with women “and a few other 
restrictions arc sdll in place.” 

Moomaw earlier this year 
accepted the post of intcriin pas- 
tor of the 800-mcmbcr Village 
Community Presbyterian Churdt 
in Randio Santa Fc. Earlier this 
monUu he was the guest preacher 
at a prominent Newport Beach 
congregation, St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian Church. 

Reaction’ in Presbyterian cir- 
cles to Moomaw's return to the 
ministry is mixed, Doak said. 


“Some people are very sup- 
portive and others raise ques- 
tions about his continued role," 
Doak said. “I think the majori^ 
say he’s taken responsibility for 
his Bfe and has done that which 
•the church required.” 

Moomaw was named pastor of 
Bel Air Presbyterian in 1^ and 
soon was leading a growing con- 
gregation that included Ronald 
and Nahcy Reagan. Moomaw was 
the only clergyman invited to 
offer prayers at Reagan’s first 
presidential inauguration io 1981 
and tvas one of four who did so dt 
the 1985 inauguration. 

Moomaw, who is married, said 
he had to learn to cope without 
the praise he had been used to. 

“I've been in the limelight 
ever since junior high; in foot- 
ball I’d hear my name chanted 
over and over by a crowd," he 
said. “If you get your strokes 
and validation that way, it can 
become a very seductive way to 
live." 


Key West celebrates Hemingway 


WHITE 
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KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) -• As 
tourists crowded around in front 
of Ernest Hemingway’s two-story 
former home, the wliite-bcordcd 
man was spinning yams about 
the Nobel prize-winning writer 
and occasionally cautioned 
about his stories that “this is 
where the legend and the myth 
have merged." 

Fred Johnson, a 55-ycar-old 
physician’s assistant in Dade 
Gty, seemed genuinely relieved 
to be back on the job Saturday 
at Hemingway Days, a 16-year- 
old festival that almost didn't 
survive to this year. 

Ihc festival’s founder clashed 
with the writer's sons and can- 
celed it two months ago in a dis- 
pute over their claims he owed 
them licensing fees and more 
say-so about the festival’s con- 
tent. But several weeks later, the 
owners of the Hemingway Home 
the rights to the festival 
and revived it. 

"We were worried,” said 
Johnson, the 1986 winner of the 
Hemingway lookalikc contest, 
referring to his fellow lookalikes. 
"We had all decided we were • 
coming anyway, festival or no 
fesdvaL" 

The past lookalikc winners 
voted this weekend to form the 
Hemingway Lookalikc Society, 
set up to make sure the Key 
West event survives well into the 
future. 

The legal disputes between 
the Key West festival and the 
writer’s sons — Jack, Patrick 
and Gregory — have not been 
resolved, but the controversy 
seems to have raised interest in 
the event, despite the uncertzun- 
ty. Hemingway family members 
held a low-key festival on 
Sanibcl Island, ISO miles to the 
nonli, lost weekend.

out during the dispute and is 
advising the festival’s new man- 
agers. “We’re here to celebrate 
Ernest Hemingway’s life, not 
just his writing, but all aspects of 
his life." 

Tho crowds at events like the 
Friday night party, 700 this year 
compared to 400 in previous 
years, and the lookalikc contest, 
83 contestants compared with 
136 last year, have been strong 
enough to raise hopes the festi- 
val will survive the family feud. 
Reporters from Europe, South 
America and Japan, where 
Hemingway is surprisin^y popu- 
lar, showed up to cover the 
event. 

“One of the things this has 
done is create a tremendous 
amount of support for the Key 
West event," said Carol 
Shdiighnessy, executive director 
of the festival. "We had looka- 
likc contestants from Brazil, 
Saudi Arabia and Great Britain." 

Next year the festival’s pro- 
moters want to bring back the 
literary conference, which fell 
victim to the lack of planning 
time this year, a running event 
and street fair. The writer’s 
granddaughter, Lorian 
Hemingway, stuck tvith the Key 
West festival and ran this year’s 
short-story contest. 


“We would have liked to have 
held a complete Hemingway 
Days,” Shaughne^ said. “We had 
to do a mini-Hemingway Days.” ' 
The slogan of Hemingway Days 
tills year is “die fest also rises.” ■ 
The festival this year is heavi- 
ly focused on Hemingway's coh- 
nccdon to die island dty where 
the writer roomed, fished, drank, 
raised a family and wrote in die 
late 1920s and early 1930s. He 
lived off and on in Ketchum, 
Idaho, where he died in the 
1960s.

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Low pay, other opportunities deplete Cassia’s force

BURLEY - Low wages and bet- 
ter opportunities elsewhere arc 
driving some staff members to 
leave the Cassia County Sheriffs 
Department. 

Within the last year, at least 11 
officers and dispatchers have left 
the department in search of 
employment at other law-enforce- 
ment agencies or in different 
■fields. Though their reasons for 
leaving vary, most of them - as 
well os officers still there - agree 
Cassia County residents will be 
the ones to suffer most. 

For former dispatcher Shannon 
Carter, who spent two and a lialf 
years with the sheriffs department, 
it wasn't the lack of money but neg- 
ative comments and favoritism 
her supervisor that drove her to 
'tjuit last Oaober, she said. 


Although she loved working at 
the sheriff’s office, especially 
with the officers. Carter said, 
things got too bad. So she quit 
and now works for an insurance 
agency. 

“rra loving where I’m at, I’m 
really happy,” Carter said. “It 
may have been for the best ._ ." 

Although money wasn’t a fac- 
tor in Carter quitting, she said 
she was aware it was a problem 
for many in the deportment. The 
department was fluting with the 
county more than a year ago for 
pay raises, she said. 

Lt. Jim Higgins said he never 
heard of any complaints such as 
Carter's, but he is more than 
aware of the officers the depart- 
ment has lost because of low 
wages - most recently, Jeff Sklar 
and Jolm Gibson. 

“I hate to see our officers 
leave, they’re good, dependable, 


fine officers.” Higgins said. 
“They've elected to stay around 
longer than they normally would 
because they core for the commu- 
nity. But the private sector can 
offer them a lot more money than 
we can give.” 

Higgins said filling the voids 
hurts taxpayers financially as 
well as the dcpanmcni, because 
several of the officers - such as 
Sklar and Gibson - arc also 
trained insmictors. 

“It’s hard to replace well- 
trained individuals, it takes time 
to train them," he said. “It’s not 
unusual to have our instructors 
do a lot of in-service things like 
DUI defensive tactics, and to lose 
them hurts us a lot. It also costs 
taxpayers money to replace those 
in.struaors." 

Five-year veteran Sklar. who 
makes $1,850 a month, said he 
just can’t afford to stay.

them but wc sure could smell 
them.” 

His comment brou^t laughter. 
But the large roomful of people 
quieted quickly when Gloria 
Robins told of her extraordinary 
experiences - that only hap- 
pened, she said, because her hu.s- 
band requested she go. 

“I went on the wagon train 
because I love my hu.sband,” she 
said. “1 want to thank him for the 
opportunity because I'm not the 
kind of person to do that. I would 
rather stay home, shower every 
day, scrub the floor and sleep in 
my king-size bed." 

Gloria Robins and her hus- 
band, their grandsons Cha.se and 
Cody, Kathryn Goodfeilow and 
her granddaughter Tori 
Coodfcliow were pa.sscngcrs of 
the covered wagon that took a 
scary tumble when its team of 
mules took off running uncontrol- 
lably. 

Although Val Robins suffered 
a broken left wrist that remains 
in an aim-Icngth cast, the others 
came out sviih only n few bumps 
and bruises. 

“Wc didn’t realize how steep 
the hill was and tvhen we got up 
to the edge, you couldn’t back up 
or turn around so we had to go 
down it,” said Val Robins, who 
was in the 14ih of 16 wagons 
forced to go doim. "I was thrown 


out and I watclied them go down. 
It was a blessing tliat the wagon 
detached from the team and 
stopped before anyone else got 
hurt." 

The accident happened just 
two days outside of Salt Lake 
City; it scared everyone but 
didn’t dampen spirits, includ- 
ing those of 9-year-old Cody 
Robin.s. 

“I was silting behind the driver 
and could see everything,” he 
said. “But after it happened I still 
wasn't ready to go home." 

Not all the stories were as dr.i- 
matic, but many were toucliing. 

At the beginning of the trail, 
Val Robins said, there were 
about 63 wagons total; halfway 
througli they had to be ait to 30. 

Angela Aldrich from the 
Boise area was the 31st wag- 
oner. But because her desire to 
continue was so strong, many 
people said they wouldn’t con- 
tinue on the path if she weren't 
allowed ns well. So one volun- 
teer gave up iiis wugon and 
rode liis horse so she could fin- 
ish out the trail. 

Aldricii was the one with whom 
Val Robins rode the final strccdi 
into Salt Like City. 

“We were out there alone most 
of the time so we got to know 
each other very well,” Val Robins 
said. “She is very feeling about 


wagon trains. She didn't need a! 
lot of help and did almost every-; 
thing herself. She's a tough 
young lady and wc appreciated 
having her.” 

Of the 10,000 or more people 
who took pan recreating the 
Mormon Trail, only about half 
were Mormon, Richard 
Goodfeilow said. But most knew 
the trail's liistory, some even bet- 
ter than those of the Mormon 
faith. 

“People came from all over the 
world,” he said. “Japan, New 
Zealand, Alaska, Canada and 
Australia. It was fun getting to 
know so many people." 

The Army provided showers, 
washers and dryers and even did 
some sewing for the people along 
the trail. Their meals were 
catered, sometimes three times a 
day, but walking an average of 
16 mile.s a day in wind and rain 
gave them some idea what their 
ancestors must have lived 
through. 

“I’m just so grateful for our 
pioneer heritage and the sacri- 
fices they made for me," Kathryn 
Goodfeilow said. “Tm a better 
person because of this experi- 
ence.”

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Expert: Panel should 
map prison strategy 


LEWIS TON (AF) — Gov. Phil 
Ban’s plan to rein in spiraling 
prison costs is a good first step, 
says an expert on Idaho’s prisons. 

But Batt sliould go one farther 
and create a coordinating panel 
to develop a broader-based strat- 
egy to control prison growth, 
Boise State University Criminal 
Justice Department Chairman 
Robert Marsh says. 

“In our society, we have adopt- 
ed a media-generated view of 
crime and tiiat media-generated 
view is from the increasing num- 
ber of stories in the television 
and national news,” said Marsh, 
who served on former Gov. Cecil 
Andrus’ Incarceration Work 
Group. 

“We have to combat that con- 
stant barrage of media images 
that we have as well as balance 
some of tbe political aspirations 
of various people. It is good poli- 
tics to be toiigli on crime and bet- 
tcr.politics, in my opinion, to be 
tougli on the riglit types of crime. 
The concept cf crime is too broad 
a bru-sh to single out one type of 
re.sponse.” 

Michael Jones of the National 
Council on . Crime and 
Delinquency also recommended 
the state form a coordinating 
committee. 

“If possible, this group siiould 
be established in law and the 
state may wish to establish a per- 
manent agency with a mandate 
to coordinate and oversee imple- 
mentation of criminal justice pol- 
icy,” Jones wrote in a July 8 
memo to Idaho Supreme Court 
Justice Charles McDeviit.

BOISE (AP) — Idaho anglers 
are feeling the excitement of 
catching salmon, even though a 
new genemtion of sportsmen has 
grown up since the fishing was 
good. 

Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game biologists estimate about 
3,300 hatchery Chinook have 
been caught. About 18,550 wen; 
counted at hatchery weirs up to 
Wednesday. 

This year’s relatively large 
salmon run is because of historic 
high runoff in the spring of 1995. 
Juvenile salmon had a fast ride to 
the ocean and survived in far 
greater numbers than runs ham- 
pered by Idaho’s long-running 
drouglit. 

Fish and Game has attempted 
to allow os mucli fishing os possi- 
ble on salmon whicli arc in excess 
of the hatcheries’ needs. But this 
year’s seasons are not expected to 
be repeated in (he foreseeable 
future. 

Fishing efficiency was the best 


on the Little Salmon River where 
2,283 tvere harvested before the 
season ended. So far on the South 
Fork of the Salmon, 184 chinook 
arc known to have been reeled 
in. 

The first season on the 
Clearwater River accounted for 
738 with about 100 taken in the 
drainage in the second go-omund. 

For the first time in more than 
30 years, anglers in the Boise and 
Payette drainages arc also fishing 
for chinook released in those 
rivers, which were cut off from 
annual migrations by the Hells 
Canyon dams. 

Salmon from the Rapid River 
Hatchery near Riggins arc spring 
chinook and can be expected to 
bc^n dying by mid-August. Fish 
from the South Fork of the 
Salmon are summer chinook and 
could live in the Boise River after 
Labor Day if they are not caught. 

A $6.50 salmon permit is 
required in addition to a fishing 
liccase.

Teacher acquitted of molestation 
applies for certificate in Arizona 


TF man on subcommittee 
for electric restructuring 


COEUR d’ALENE (AP) — A 
former teacher who w-.is recently 
acquitted of char(;cs ho sexually 
molested five girls has applied 
. for a teaching certificate in 
. Arizona. 

Meanwhile, Idaho.state offi- 
cials have delayed a decision on 
whether teacher Paul T. Matlier’s 
Idaho tcadiing cenificaic mil be 
revoked. 

The Idaho Professional Stan- 
dards Commission reached a 
decision on Mather’s certification 
this month. 

But the commission never 
made its decision public, claim- 
ing it needed ovo weeks to give 
Mather notification of its find- 
ings. Now, the state agency plans 
to revisit the decision because of 
new information. 

“We want closure as much as 
anyone else,” said Roger 
Hanshew, Idaho’s supervisor of 
teacher certification. “But if the 
PSC finds itself in a position 
where it wants to revisit some- 
thing, it doesn’t have to do it in 


this public forum." 

Family members acknowledge 
Mather has moved to Arizona. 
The city where he is living has 
not been disclosed. 

The Arizona Department of 
Education confirmed that 
Mather applied for ccnification 
and sent in his fingerprints May 
12. The required fingerprint 
check takes six to 12 weeks to 
clear and only provides an indi- 
vidual’s criminal history, not 
pending allegations. 

Mather admitted having sex 
vrith a 16-ycar-old Post Falls girl 
in 1989, but the school distrin did 
not take action because the girl 
and her parents did not press 
charges. 

Four years later he was warned 
not to touch students after anoth- 
er complaint surfaced in the 
Coour d'Alene School District. 

Five girls came forward last 
year, alleging Mather fondled 
their breasts and buttocks. 

Prosecutors filed sexual abuse 
charges, but Mather was acquit- 


ted in January. 

The .school district and its 
insurance company then paid 
Mather $47,000 in exchange for 
his resignation and promise not 
to sue. 

If the commission’s investiga- 
tion finds the oUegatioas against 
^father to be well-founded, it can 
issue a reprimand, or suspend or 
revoke his teaching certificate. If 
certification is revoked or sus- 
pended, the action would be 
reported to all 50 states. A repri- 
mand is not reported. 

Every notification received 
from another state is logged into 
the Arizona Department of 
Education's database, said Caryn 
Shoemaker, director of profes- 
sional development. 

But the department’s records 
did not reRcct that a case involv- 
ing Mather was pending in Idalto. 

“We’JJ be sure to ask some 
questions about what’s happen- 
ing in Idaho before we i.ssuc one 
(a teaching certificate),’’ Ms. 
Shoemaker said.

Bison expert: Can’t get rid of brucellosis 


BOZEMAN, Mont. (AP) — Bru- 
cellosis cannot be eradicated 
from wildlife in the Yellowstone 
' ecosystem without eradicating 
' the wildlife, Yellowstone Na- 
' donal Pork’s bison specialist says. 

“From a field ecologist’s Stand- 
point, I don't believe we con crad- 
■ icate it," said Maiy Meagher, who 
' has studied bison in Yellowstone 
for 35 years. “Elk may keep it 
going in bi^n.” 

Elk infected with brucellosis, 
concentrated by the hundreds to 
feed at the Nadonol Elk Refuge at 
Jackson, Wyo., may infect even a 
;;brucellosis-frce bison herd with 
brucellosis if the elk wander into 
- the park. 

: Meagher spoke to about 50 
I researchers convened at Mon- 
;iano State University at the 


request of Interior Secretary 
Bruce Babbitt, prompted by the 
killing of about 1,100 Yellow- 
stone bison last winter to prevent 
the spread of brucellosis to cat- 
dc. Brucellosis con cause cotvs to 
abort their calves. 

Babbitt said more facts arc 
needed about the potcndal risk 
of spread from wildlife to cattle. 

Montana Livestock Depart- 
ment offidols have said they fear 
Montana's ranchers will lose 
their bruccllosis-frcc status 
because of the risk. Bison sup- 
porters say it has never been 
proven that bison in the tvild can 
transmit the disease. 

Roads open in Yellowstone in 
winter and changing weather 
conditions arc pushing bison 
from the park’s interior west- 



ward, outside the boundaries 
onto land iliat is not good tvimer 
range, Meagher said. 

\Vhen times get tough for win- 
tering bison, they break their 
social herd bonds and head for 
places they believe they can sur- 
vive. They used to hang out in 
the Firehole area in the Hayden 
Valley, where heat from geot- 
hermal geysers would keep 
them warm even though there 
was not much to cat there. 
Meagher said. 

But with the population explo- 
sion from 400 bison in 1968 to 
about 4,000 in 1994, there were 
too nvuty animals to slay in that 
area, and many moved west.

After his March 1995 death at 
31, Eazy-E's company fell into 
debt and legal entanglement 
over its control. A message loft 
with Heller's attorney after busi- 
ness hours Friday seeking com- 
ment wasn't returned.

Do 
they tliink the courts give them 
preferential treatment? 

Tourists viewing the footprints 
of stars outside the famed Mann’s 
Chinese Theater in Hollywood 
said they were sure tlieir idols 
would stand a better chance in 
court than they would.

(AP) — A 
wordy tribute to long-distance

contest. 

Wendy Goldberg, a Stanford 
University lecturer who wrote 
her doctoral dissertation on the 
legendary Southern writer, 
trumped the field on her fifth try, 
becoming tlie first women to win 
Jack Daniel's Faux Faulkner con- 
test. 

Goldberg, 44, said llic winning 
formula was the right combina- 
tion of "metaphors, similes and 
analogies ... drenched in 
Souihcmisms." 

Dean Faulkner Wells, niece of 
the Nobel Prize-winning author 
who d.icdjn 1962, said Goldberg 
knows his'work “inside and out.” 

Contestants submit entries no 
longer than 500 words that arc 
judged by a panel of writers in 
New York. 

Finalists were attorney Walter 


G. Watkins Jr. of Jackson, Miss., 
and Michael A. Crivcllo, a Texas 
high school teacher and previous 
ivinncr. 

Watkins set his “Light in 
August," in a bar and writes 
“apostatizingly, he raised the hal- 
cyon liquid known as Bud Light 
to his lips and drank the aurifer- 
ous liquid brewed by the men — 
owners of the baseball team 
whose games pierced the night

OXFORD, Miss. (AP) — Wlien 
Vernon Chadwick went to 
Dartmouth, it didn’t take him long 
(0 start disgu^g Ids accent All it 
took were his classmates’ smiles 
when they heard his drawl, and 
their questions: He was preju- 
diced; right? Didn’t they still 
. lynch blacks in Mississippi? 

He was a Southern boy in a 
Northern world, and it wasn’t 
good. 

But tlicn he went to England’s 
Oxford University, and there, on 
Aug. 16, 1977, something hap- 
pened that helped rid him of 1^ 
Southern inferiority complex: 

Elvis Preslt^ died. 

Not that this was a good tiling 
in itself. Far from it. But on that 
day, Chadwick discussed the 
King’s hnpact on American cdl- 
lure, and his teachers encouraged 
him to explore the phenomenon 
academically. 

Elvis had saved him, and had 
set him on his course. Ho would 
explore the importance of Elvis; 
he would shake up the stodgy 
academic cstablishmcni by find- 
ing meaning in a man often dis- 
missed as the gluttonous, taste- 
less pinnacle of trailer trash — 
the stereotypical Southern boy. 

But if Elvis demonstrates the 
dark side of the American dream, 
the danger of overwhelming siic- 
■ cess and celebrity, the rock ’n’ 
roll profcs.wr offers his oi>-n cau- 
tionary talc. 

With his annual Elvis confer- 
ences, lie ha.s suffered ridicule in 
the national press. Sponsors, 
peers and, finally, his university 
all turned their backs — victims, 
Chadwick says, of llic same inferi- 
ority complex be once endured. 

He has lost his job. But Vernon 
Chadwick will not give up on Elvis. 

“I think of Vernon like the 
mythical tale of Icarus, seeking to 
fly toward the sun, then falling to 
Earth," says William Ferris, who 
heads the Center for the Study of 
Southern Culture at the 
University of Mississippi. “I think 
he is a prophetic type of academ- 
ic figure and bke any prophet, he 
incurred both admiration and 
controversy." 

Forty-three years have gone by 
since Hvis Aron Presley made his 
first recording; nearly 20 years 
liave passed since he (purportedly) 
died. But in Vernon Chadwick's 
heart — indeed, in the hearts of 
millions — the King stiU lives. 

His record sales top a half-bil- 
lion, and the Itiis keep on coming, 
thanks to newly unearthed or 
repackaged recordings. His 
Memphis home, Graccland, 
attracts 700,000 visitors a year. 
Fifty new Elvis books have been 
published in this decade alone, 
and he continues to inspire thou- 
sands of impersonators and imita- 
tors. 

Chadwick, a lean and youthful 
44, can go on for hours about how 
the King provides gateways to 
countless study topics. 

Tlicre is Elvis the liberator, bat- 
tling postwar America’s repres- 
sion of free expression and open 
sexuality. And Eivis as dvil ri^its 
figure, bringing black music, 
dance and style to white audi- 
ences, doing for integration in 
song what Martin Luther King Jr. 
did in sermon.

And don't forget the spiritual 
Evis, soiring his fans with gospel 
songs and a Vegas act Chadivick 
compares to a Pentecostal revival. 

Chadwick even sees Elvis’ 
influence on our president, an 
avowed Presley fan. 

Bill Clinton’s “feel your pain" 
empathy with his audiences? His 
reputed appetites for food and 
sex? Tlie way he holds a micro- 
phone? 

Elvis, Elvis and Elvis once 
again. 

It was in 1990, after slops at 
Freiburg University in Germany 
and at Yale, where he earned his 
doctorate in comparative litera- 
ture, that Chadivick came to the 
University of Mississippi, with its 
oaks, magnolias and antebellum 
buil^gs. 

He was a man on a mission: He 
would rebel against academic tra- 
dition, making education fun, 
indusivc and “funky.” In the cen- 
ter of it all, of course, was Elvis. 

In 1992, Chadwick first taught 
“Blue Hawaii," comparing 
Herman Melville’s Polynesian 
novels and Elvis movies set in 
Hawaii, analyzing their respec- 
tive treatments of race, culture 
and social injustice. Far from 
being on easy A, his students say 
the “Melvis” dass was challeng- 
ing and at times overwhelming, 
what with its applications of 
Freud, Levi-Strauss and 18th cen- 
tury historical nanadves. 

Three years later, Chadwick 
was ready for the next step — the 
First International Conference on 


Elvis, a pop<u]ture coumerpoini 
to the university’s annual high- 
culture conference on native 
author William Faulkner. 

For a week, scholars and 
authors presented papers and dis- 
cussed Evis in all his variations, 
inicrspersed with plenty of mud- 
cal interludes from a barrage of 
Big E impersonators. 

The conference got plenty of 
attendon. Not surprisingly, not all 
of it was good. 

And Oxford — a town proud to 
daim Faulkner and living authors 
such os John Grisham and Barry 
Hannah, but a town that is still 
trying to live down its state’s red- 
neck repuiadon and its own 1962 
riots over campus integradon — 
was far from thiillcd. 

Before long. Chadwick received 
nodcc he ivas denied tenure. He , 
appealed — and promptly set ' 
about organizing the scct^ Evis 
conference for *%, lining up a new 
round of academics and oddidcs, 
induding Evts Hcrsclvis, a lesbian 
impersonator from San Frandsco. 

First, Graccland withdrew from 
the conference. Then, so did the 
town of Tupelo. Finally, Provost 
Gerald Walton declared that, as 
far as the university was con- 
cerned, it would be the last Evis 
conference. 

And last spring was Chadtvick’s 
final semester at OIc Miss. 

While the university commemo- 
rates the 100th anniversary of 
Faulkner’s birth this summer. 
Chadwick, bankrolled by a like- 
minded Memphis businessman, 
will stage a third Evis conference 
Aug. 10-15, hosted by the 
Mcmpliis CoUc-gc of An. Nightly 
musical cmcnainmcnt will be led 
off by E Vcz, the Mexican Evis..

"Tliis guy is not 19 years old, ’

Rodriguez is 25 now arid the 
best all-around catcher in the 
American League, probably in all 
of baseball. Six All-Star games, 
five Gold Gloves and three Silver 
Slugger awards help support that 
claim. 

He’s been hailed as the best 
catcher since Johnny Bench, 
someone who could be remem- 
bered alongside greats such as 
Bill Dickey, Yogi Berra and Roy 
Campanelln, 

No matter how he rates with 
■ the dll-time greats, he probably 
will become the best-paid caiclier 
in history by next spring.

“It's in the interest of track and 
field to have the best athletes in

Why shouldn’t we?”

Ullrich moves to brink of victory

(AP) - Jan Ullrich moved to the 
verge of becoming the first 
. German to win the Tour dc 
: France by finishing second in the 
final time trial of the 20th stage 

-Saturday.- 

He has been wearing the 
. leader’s yellow jersey since the 
10th stage of the 21-stage race 
that began July 5. 

“The essential tiling was just to 
hold onto the yellow jersey,’’ 
Ullrich said. “I am a bit tired. Not 
only from the Tour, but also the 
. demands outside it." 

The Tour ends Sunday with a 
largely ceremonial ride of 99.4 
miles from Disneyland to Paris, 
ending with 10 rides up and doivn 
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the Champs Elysces. 

Abraham Olano won 
Saturday’s 39.1-mile loop around 
Disneyland Paris. He was timed 
in 1 hour, 15 minutes, 57 seconds, 
beating Ullrich by 45 seconds. 
Olano trailed by more than 16 
minutes prior to tiie trial. 

In the overall standings, 
Ullrich took a lead of more than 
nine minutes over Richard 
Virenque of France. 

Marco Pantani of Italy was 
third, more than 14 minutes 
behind. Olano moved into fourth, 
15:55 back 

Philippe Gaumont of France 
was third in the time trial, 1;12 
behind Olano. Bobby Julich of 
the United States finished fourth, 
124 back. 

Bjomc Riis, last year’s overall 
winner, had bike troubles and 
lost more than nine minutes on 
the day. Still, he remained sev- 
enth overall, 26:34 behind. 

Ullrich, 23, has been the most 
consistent rider in this year’s 
Tour that has been marked by 
falls, controversial finishes and 
withdrawals because of injuries. 

He was among the favorites 
when the Tour started. Although 
he was second on his team 
Telekom to Riis, there were 
many who favored Ullrich. 

Ullrich stayed close while Riis 
faded in the Pyrenees. After tluit,- 
UUrich was released Jo go for the 
lead and he did on the second 
day in the Pyrenees. 

He cemented his position with a 
convincing victory of more than 
three minutes in the first time 
trial After tliat, it was just staying 
dose to Virenque, even gaining 
another 40 seconds in the Alps.

He was piugued by injury and 
became a target of frustrated 
Colts fans. Then came a 36-day 
holdout in 1993 that soured his 
relationship with coach Ted 
Marchibroda. He was traded to 
Atlanta in 1994. 

Jones and the Falcons built a 
run-and-shoot offense around 
George, who threw for a club- 
record 4,143 yards while leading 
the Falcons to the pbyoffs in 1995. 
But his bid-back attitude angered 
fans and baffled teammates. 

George said that people treat 
him as a rebel instead of the 
devout, family oriented person he 
strives to be.

Economists see 2nd 
quarter numbers as 
too good to be true

TWIN FALLS - The state of the econ- 
omy. regionally and nationally, is 
“almost nirvana,” one economist says. 

But in economic circles, nirvana is 
measured on a quarterly basis. And that 
leaves questions for the future. 

“I personally am a little bit skepti- 
cal," said First Security Bank economist 
Kelly Matthews of Salt Lake City. 

’ITie economy of the nation and region 
was almost too good to be true, 
Matthews said. Individual second-quar- 
ter economic indicators did not reach 
the same state of bliss, meanwhile, but 
showed cnougli strength to medit.ite on 
continued good times. 

The prime 

The prime interest rate hit 8.5 per- 
cent for the quarter, up from the 8.4 
percent that had held through three 
previous quarters. 

After a healthy first quarter, econo- 
mists - Matthews among them - predict- 
ed higher interest rates and slowed 
growth in the second quarter. But it 
didn’t happen. 

Growth continued and the market 
interest rate actually fell from one quar- 
ter to one half percent, Matthews said. 
Meanwhile, the inflation rate .slipped 
lower - all indications of a blushing 
economy. 

“Idaho has suffered, through pretty 
bleak potato prices, which has not been 
a happy development, but beyond that, 
things have been pretty solid in Idaho," 
Matthews said. 

Other states in the region, including 
Nevada and Washington, arc doing well. 
California is reviving after economic 
doldrums. 

“You'd have to say the region rcmain.s 
in c.xccllcm economic shape,” Macthcw.s 
said. 

Homes, food and telephones 

Not all indicators had good karma. 

Home sales in Tvrin Falls County, and 
the average sale price, dropped a little 
from last year. The number of building 
permits for new homes in Twin Falls 
city and county also dropped slightly. 

New car ana truck sales flattened by 
about 10 percent in Twin Falls County 
compared with the second quarter in 
1996. 

' But hold the phone. 

The number of telephone lines in 
Twin Falls County increased by 2,436 
during the second quarter over the 
same period last year, and there were 
729 more electrical customers. 

Work 

Lon McDonald, analyst willi the State 
Dcpanmeni of Labor, says construction 
employment in Twin Falls, Jerome and 
Gooding counties were stable. But more 
people arc working in construction than 
tlicrc used to be. 

In June 1992 the construction workers 
totaled 1,334. Tliat number built up to 
1,921 in June 1996. While it might have 
leveled off at 1,954 last month, this 
worker base is still higher than it wn.s

• the head. It is always mucli better, Tve 
decided, to put food on die table than a 
new game into my computer. 

Slid, my desire to push my computer 
to its limits continues unabated. 

That’s where a Web site sudi Tucows 
comes in..Tucows — pronounced. “Two- 
cows” — is a vast repository of software 
of almost any type you can imagine. 

There are more than 50 categories in 
Tucows’ libraries, containing, among 
other things, word processors, spread- 
sheets, Web site design editors, virus 
scanners and parental control packages. 

All of iliem can be downloaded from 
Tucows into, your computer while you 
ore sitting in your homo or office, far 
away from the alluring clutches of a 
computer store. 


Online 


Tucows IS ideal for cbsr-conscious 
computer owners. Much of wliat it 
stocks is shareware, mcaiung the origi- 
nal audiors expect you to pay for it after 
you test it and decide to keep it. But 
there’s a lot of -freeware, which costs 
nothing but your time and whatever you 
pay for Internet access. 

If you ore still using the Wmdo^vs 3.1 
or Macintosh operating systems, don’t 
worry. Tuco%vs stores plenty of programs 
your computer can use. Tucows has a 
staff of software critics who look at all 
the programs posted at the Web site. 
They rate each program with a grade of 
one to five cows. A fivc-cow program 
would ^ considered a must-dowidwid. . 
A one-cow program probably, doesn't 
deserve room on your hard drive. 

The folks behind Tucows realize that 
software transfers often tax the capacity 
of the Inicmct, often slowing do^ynloads 
to a wo^ul crawl. So they come up tvith 
a system of “minor sites," each of wliich 
contains the same information as the 
main site. 

At last count, there were more than 


230 Tucows mirror sites, lliat makes it 
virtually impossible to get stuck while 
downloading anything from Tucows.

Tlie ways to find new friends online 
keep growing. I’ve been playing with a 
netv Internet chat program that bears a 
look. 

It’s called ICQ — cyberspeak for “1 
Seek You” — and was produced by a 
company colled Mirabilis Ltd. of Tel 
Aviv, Israel. 

When you download ICQ’s software 
and register for the free service, you 


vrind up with a cute little program that 
rtms in the background. 

When your friends — who also must 
have ICQ installed — sign online, the 
program notifies you, allowing you to 
send them an instant message. Even if 
they are not online, you can still leave 
them a message. It’s a little like e-mail 
except that you don’t have to-fill in lltcir 
address. You simply click on their 
names that you liave filed away in your 
list. 

More than 2 million Internet users 
from throughout the world are using 
ICQ. The Mirabilis Web site contains 
links to several home pages where you 
can find listings of ICQ users — and 
potential new friends. 

Most ICQ users get to the Internet 
through a direct service provider, but 
Mirabilis says that it will work witli AOL 
3.0, CompuServe, Prodigy Internet and 
the Microsoft Nenvork.

The first bank in town. Wells

residents “prevailed upon the 
firm of M. Bade and Co. to incor- 
porate a banking institution.” It 
was intended to be a lending 
iirm to promote community 
growth. . 

With the failure of the Bishop 
Creek Reclamation Project in 
1922, Wells Bank failed .and was 
reorganized in 1922 as Wells 
State Bank. This bank closed its 
doors with the Depression in 
1932. The town was without a 
bank until 1947, when the First 
National Bank of Nevada 
opened at the original site, 

In 1959, First National built a 
new building on the present 
Sixth Street and Lake Avenue 
site, and in 1981 this bank 
became First Interstate B.ank of 
Nevada. Wells Fargo bouglit the 
Wells branch of First Interstate 
in 199G. In the latest move, 
Nevada State Bank bought the 
local branch from Wells Fargo 
and opened Monday. 

“We arc just glad to have a 
bank in town," said Mayor 
Chuck Rigel as the Wells Fargo 
wrap was removed from the 
First Interstate sign, the First 
Interstate sign came down and 
the green-and-white Nevada 
State Bank sign went up - the 
third bank to serve Wells in 
nine months.

The price for a hundredweight 
of spuds averaged S7.61 during 
the quarter compared with 
518.35 last .spring. 

Prices for wheat, sugar and 
butter also fell a little from last 
year. 

The bigger picture 

■‘The biggest problem in the 


state right now is there appoan 
to be some weakness in die resi- 
dential construction category," 
said Mike F'erguson, the state 
Division of Financial Manage- 
ment's chief economist. 

But he says it’s rare and not 
necessarily good for every aspect 
of the economy to-be rosy, 
What’s desirable is diversifica- 
tion. 

Idaho also is experiencing 
desirable, level growtli, he said: 
not too fast or coo slow. 

In total sdics tax collections the 
Magic Valley did not perform as 
well as the rest of the state in 
April, he added. Statewide col- 
lections were up about 3 percent 
from 1996, but up only 1 percent 
for die region.

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Dollar is strong, but exchange can still hurt

A strong U.S. dollar may be 
trimming vacation costs overseas, 
but unwary travelers can still lose 
a bundle if they’re not careful 
about how they exchange their 
money. 

Tlinl’.s Itecause exchange rates 
offered to individuals arc as 
volatile as the currency markets 
thcm.sclves. 

Races quoted at aiiporLs, hotels 
or currency exchange bureaus 
may vary, as do rates posted at 
banks or offered on credit cards. 
Tlicrc also may be different rates 
for cash withdrawals through 
ATMs or exchanges on traveler’s 
checks. Service fees differ as 
well. 

Tlie difference may amount to 
just pennies per dollar or a few 
dollars per transaction, but all 
that c.'tn add up over the course 
of a trip, indirectly wiping out 
some of the U.S. currency's 
recent gains. (The dollar remains 
sharply higher against several 
currencies, particularly in 
Europe, compared to a year ago.) 

The best bet for overseas trav- 
elers is to put the bulk of vaca- 
tion expenses, such as hotel and 
rcscaumnc bills, on a credit card. 
Two major cards should be 
brougltt. 

“You’re getting son of a whole- 
sale exchange nitc,’’ said Nancy 
Dunnan, managing editor for 


Travel Smart, a monthly con- 
sumer travel publication l)ascd in 
Dobbs Feny, N.Y. 

Most credit card companies 
automatically convert a charge 
from the foreign currency into 
U.S. dollars at the “interbank 
rate” — a commercial rate used 
by banks in the transfer of huge 
sums of money, explained Emily 
Porter, a spokesperson for 
American Express, which uses 
that conversion. 

Alihougli there's usually a 1 
percent ainversion fee per irans- 
aaion, card users still fare better 
than those asing casli exchanged 
at the typical tourist rate at a 
hotel or airport. Porter .said. 

The favorable interbank rate 
also is available at automated 
teller machines. By inserting a 
debit or credit card into an ATM 
in a foreign country, travelers can 
withdraw cash from their bonk 
accounts or receive cash 
advances in the currency of the 
country they’re vi-siiing. 

ATM users must be aware of 
surcharges, hotvever. Tlie finan- 
cial institution that owns the 
machines will likely charge non- 
customers a usage fee — which 
may range from 52 to 510 per 
transaction — in addition to any 
fees the customers' own bonk 
charges. 

“Just rememben The further 
you are away from home ... the 
more fees youll be charged. But 


the less you’ll probably scream 
about it,” said Robert 1C Heady, 
publi.shcr of Bank Rate Monitor 
in West Palm Beach, Fla. 

A triple whammy could come 
with credit-card cash advances. 
Not only might customers be sub- 
ject to the ATM surcharges, but 
they aLso face a transaction fee 
and high interest charges that 
begin as soon as cash is dis- 
pcased. 

Vacationers might consider 
travelers checks in foreign 
denominations, which arc safer 
than carrying around cash 
because they’re insured against 
loss or theft. The cxdiangc rate is 
determined by die financial insti- 
tudon that sells them. There’s a 1 
percent fee of the total amount 
purdiased — ihougli some finan- 
cial institutions may waive it for 
certain customers. 

American Express seUs travel- 
er’s checks in this country 
denominated in at least nine for- 
eign currencies: Canadian and 
Australian dollars, British pound, 
Frcncli and Swiss francs, German 
mark, Dutch guilder, Japanese 
yen and Saudi riyal. Next year it's 
adding the South African rand. 

“You should ase cash or travel- 
er’s checks for incidentals, like 
taxis or tip.s, but don't take out 
any more than you’ll use," 
advised Porter, noting that vaca- 
tioners face more fees to have t he 
foreign currency converted back 


to dollars when their trip con- 
cludes. 

Another advantage of using a 
credit card abroad is purchase 
protection. The U.S. Fair Credit 
Billing Act also applies overseas, 
whidi means tliose traveling out 
of the country can dispute ques- 
tionable charges, and temporarily 
withhold payrnent, on any pur- 
chase anywhere, whether it was 
from ritzy Ilarrod’s in London or 
a street merchant ih Cairo. 

Travel Smart’s Dunnan sug- 
gests travelers contact their cred- 
it card issuers before leaving the 
country to ensure their cards are 
accepted wherever they're head- 
ed; Credit card balances should 
be paid down, and if travelers 
plan to use their debit or bank 
cards, they should make sure 
there’s enough money deposited 
in their accounts, she said. 

The subject of personal idend- 
ficacion numbers, or PINs, also 
should be discussed beforehand. 
Some foreign ATMs don't accept 
PINs longer dian four cligiK, she 
said. 

Dunnan also suggests purdias-. 
ing a prepaid telephone calling 
card, so travelers can avoid fid- 
dling with unfamiliar foreign 
coins. 

"It’s a good idea to purchaM as 
much of your trip- as possible 
before leaving t]ie country ... (or) 
have it guaranteed in dollars," 
she said.

NAFTA and the confederacy of closed minds 


Now that a government study 
says the North American Free 
Trade Agreement has been a 
modest plus for the U5. economy, 
anti-NAFTA veterans say, “I told 
you sot” 

Wait a minute. I don’t remem- 
ber the slogan, "NAFT/V only as 
modest benefit." I remember “the 
giant sucking sound." Tlie anti- 
free-trade forces predicted mas- 
sive American job losses and trau- 
matic economic dislocation. They 
were wrong. 

In fact, NAFTA has performed 
about as expected. While many of 
its benefits will come as the 15- 
ycar phase-in is completed, 
NAH'A will likely produce “mod- 
est” benefits simply because 
Mexico's economy is so much 
smaller than that of the United 
States. 

Cut we’re not talking small 
change. Under NAFTA, 
American exports to Mexico liave 
increased 37 percent, turning the 
country into our third-largcst 
trading partner. 

A report by DRI/McGraw Hill, 
which attempts to separate 
NAFTA’s benefits from the drag 
of the Mexican recession, says the 
agreement increased U.& exports 
to Mexico by 526.8 billion and 
added 529.4 billion to the U.S. 
gross domestic produa over three 
years. Some Carolinas exporters, 
such as Fort Mill, S.C.-based 
Springs Industries and Porkdolc 
Mills in Gastonia, N.C., have 
reported big increases in sales to 
Mexico. In California. Arizona

and Texas, the economic benefits 
have been even more dramatic. 

But tlie trade debate is one of 
those “surrender, hell!” public- 
policy swamps that seem to domi- 
nate the American scene today. 
Evidence is marshaled and 
processed according to world- 
view, ami few minds are changed. - 

Tiiosc who arc predisposed to 
protectionism will remain in 
opposition. Their cavil merely 
mutates into environmental or 
labor policies — or "only modest 
benefits.” 

That NAFTA is dearly tied to a 
booming American economy, the 
speedy rccovciy of Mexico and its 
first democratic elections is 
beside tlie point. 

That lower trade barriers bene- 
fit the United States in myriad 
ways — induding increasing the 
markets available to companies, 
creating jobs and enhancing 
domestic competition — • makes 
no difference. 

That histoty and economic evi- 
dence offer a distinct correlation 
between countries witli low iratlc 
barriers and prosperity does noth- 
ing to penetrate our confederacy 
of dosed minds. 

All this would be merely anoth- 
er anecdote in tlie long decline of 
the American empire if it didn’t 
also have direct consequences. 


NAFTA is Bill Clinton’s most 
significant adiicvement, yet three 
years after iw implementation the 
admini-stration seems terrified to 
pash for an extension of NAFTA 
to Latin America, where Chile 
.stan^ ready to be a strong trad- 
ing partner. He can expect little 
iiclp from battered congressional 
Republicans. 

Thus America is prepared to 
abandon a halfecmury of leader- 
ship and hope for the best. 

That best will be the world 
moving ahead in lowering trade 
barriers and competing. While 
our protectionists cover their ears 
and shout, the real debate over 
free trade has been ileddcd by its 
results.

Aphid growths prompt 
concern over fungicides 

After a new strain of late bligin 
Tvas identified in Idaho tivo years 
ago, aphid populations exploded 
leaving many growers Tvondcring 
if the fungicides they were using 
to control late blight were a dou- 
bIcKdged sword. 

When the US-8 genotype of 
late blight was found in other 
parts of the country and fungi- 
cide use increased, aphid popula- 
tions also took off, Tom Mowry 
said. 


Studies in the Midwest indicat- 
ed the fungicides were control- 
ling not only late blight but also 
Itenefidal, natural funfp that feed 
on green pcacli aphid. 

Although the natural fungi 
have not been credited with help- 
ing control aphids in Idaho, the 
University of Idaho research 
entomologist at the Parma 
Research and Extension Center 
said it is important to find out 
whether the phenomenon is 
repeating here. 

The trials include common 
grower options such as Bravo, 
Dithane. Curzate, Acrobat and 
Tattoo, ’nte fungicides have been 
applied weekly with five applicn- 
tioris made through mid-July. 

“So far there's been no effect 
of any of these on aphid popula- 
tions," Mowiy said.

Investors haven’t mn wild 


NEW YORK (AP) — When 
they hear themselves described 
simultaneously as being too bold 
and too cautious, it's easy to 
understand why mutual fund 
investors might simply tune out 
all the criticism. 

lljere is a cenain lack of consis- 
tency in warning, as 
some commentators a 

do these days, that 
fund owmers arc heed- 
lessly exposing them- A ^ 
selves to risk in the } /*.• 

stock market — while 
at the same time ■ a 

scolding them for hot 
being more aggressive \ 

in their investment 
choices for retire* fllUJILiflff 
ment. 

The fact is, when you look at 
the available statistics, a third 
possibility presents itself. Could it 
be that fund investors, os a group, 
haven’t gone bonkers, but have 
allocated their money reasonably 
well among stock funds, bond 
funds, money funds, and other 
investments? 

In the absence of any method 
for divining the fumre, there's no 
way to answer that question for 
certain right now. Still, some 
inferences can be drawn from 
what is knotvn today. 

On the evidence, fund 
investors, for all their enthusiastic 
participation in the runaway rise 
of stock prices, haven’t aban- 
doned the important principle of 
diversification as a means of pro- 
tecting themselves should the bull 
market falter. 

“The popular view of the pre- 
sent environment is that individu- 
als are borrowing or drawing 
down their cash reserves to invest 
in equity mutual funds because 
they believe common stocks arc a 
■sure thing,’” says Byron Wien, 
investment strategist at Morgan 
Stanley, Dean Witter Discover & 
Co. “But at least one proxy for 
individual cash contradicts this 
tiieory.” 

The amount invested in money- 
market fund .1 and small-time 
deposits, Wien notes, has grown 
•from Sl.is trillion in 1994 to more 
:than Sl.5 trillion now. If people 
were dumping all their cash into 
stock funds, that total should 
have dropped, not grown signifi- 
cantly. 

' • Since it appears that investors 


haven’t pulled cash out of their 
accounts to buy stock funds, it fol- 
lows that the money must have 
come from some other source. 

Numerous analysts have point- 
ed to Federal Reserve figures 
showing that American house- 
holds, while eagerly acquiring 
stock-fund shares, 
k consistently have 

been selling direct 
stock holdings at an 
even brisker pace. 

By the reckoning of 
John Rea, chief econ- 
omist at the 
Investment Company 
Y Institute, households 

were net sellers of 
'BI'IUn'CT S925 billion in direct 
stock holdings from 
1991 through the first quarter of 
1997, even as their investment in 
stock funds increased by S71S bU- 
lion. 

In Wien’s words, “mucuol fund 
buying has been stimulated in 
part by individuals who have 
migrated from being direct hold- 
ers of shares to being holders of 
assets managed by others — that 
is, equity funds." 

A great deal of money, he 


points out, is shaken loose from 
direct stock investments by corpo- 
rate takeovers and buybacks of 
' stock. 

“There is cenainly some “new’ 
money being invested,” Wien 
adds. “But raergcrs-and-acqulsi- 
tions activity has put a lot of cash 
in people’s hands. Many of them 
believe that professional mutual 
fund managers can invest their 
money better than they can them- 
selves." 

Another positive aspect of this 
shift: Money invested in a fund 
that owns, say, 50 to 100 stocks 
gains an important edge in diver- 
sification compared to a direct 
investment in a single stock. 

Well, what about the fact that 
fund industry assets, which only a 
few years ago were pretty evenly 
spread In thirds among stock 
funds, bond funds and money- 
market funds, ore now more than 
50 percent in stock funds? 

It turns out that rising stock val- 
ues by themselves have gone a 
long way to bring about that 
change. Wien notes that the 
Standard & Poor’s 500-stock com- 
posite index recently stood at 2.7 
times its 1990 level.

For U.S., Mars mission 
is 1st step in search 
for life in Milky Way

PASADENA, Calif. — The martian adventures of 
Pathfinder and Sojourner are only the first step in a long 
trail of American missions to search for life elsewhere in 
the Milky Way. 

They include such science fiction-type projects as 
robotic landings on an asteroid and on the moons of 
Jupiter and Saturn, and even hitching a ride on a passing 
comet 

Many future flights will use miniature spacecraft, 
weighing barely 10 pounds and launched by rockets the 
size of a S-gallon gasoline can. They will be guided by 
tiny thrusters with the power of "a butterfly sneeze,” 
said Carl Kukkonen, director of NASA's Center for 
Micro-Electronic Technology. 

Pathfinder’s early success has also whetted NASA’s 
hopes of sending a human expedition to Mors, perhaps 
as soon as 2010. A definite decision won’t be made until 
cost and safety concerns are resolved, and a small army 
of robots would precede the arrival of any flesh-and- 
blood men or ivomcn. 

“It’s like exploring the American West,” said Donna 
Shirley, manager of the Mars Exploration Program at the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory in Pasedena. “You don’t send 
settlers first; they’d end up like the Donner party. First 
you send Lewis and Clark. That’s exactly what we’re 
doing with robots." 

Though the cost of the manned-landing program could 
range up to $20 billion to $25 billion, NASA 
Administrator Daniel Goldin says the exploration of 
Mars and other heavenly bodies is justified on grounds 
of science, philosophy and national pride. 

It >viU help answer such profound questions as the on- 
^ of the universe, the acation of the solar system, the 
be^nniflg of life, and the future of Eorth. 

NASA's Shirley said the Pathfinder mission already 
has captured the imagination of the world's people, 
inspired young people and future scientists and demon- 
strated America’s technological leadership. 

Furthermore, Pathfinder's success cannot help but 
strengthen NASA’s case, in Congress and with taxpayers, 
for continued budget support 

“We're still a pioheenng nation,'* Goldin said. “We go 
to space for both mystical and rodonol reasons.” 

Cnorlcs Elaehi, direnor of the JFL’s space sdcncc pro- 
gram, and other JPL scientists gave a “preview of com- 
ing attractions'' while the mortion lander and its roving 
companion were beginning their historic exploration of 
the Red Planet 

In September, the two robots on the surface will be 
joined by Global Surveyor, a spacecraft that will spend 
two years making a detailed contour map of Mors from 
orbit It will be able to pick out objects as small as on 
automobile, much better than the Viking missions in the ' 
1970s, which could distinguish nothing smaller than a 
football stadium. 

The survey trill help Earth scientists identify the best 
locations for future missions. 

A pair of landers and orbiters will be launched every 
26 months, when Earth and Mars are in a favorable loca- 
tion for space travel, starting in December 1998. Each 
craft will take seven to 10 months to reach Mors. 

The 2001 spacecraft will deposit a more advanced 
rover, known as RocJq', which can travel much farther 
and foster than Sojourner. Rocky will be able to pick up 
pieces of martian rocks and store them in a soup-can- 
sized container for possible return to Earth. 

Another batch of samples will be collected by the 2003 
mission and stored in a similar container. 

In 2005, the first spaceship capable of making a 
round-trip to Mars triU be launched. It will land near 
one of the sample containers and bring it back by 
2008, when scientists can study the material with the 
powerful instruments in their laboratories. 
Addicionol samples arc to be shipped home in 2011, 
2013 and 2016. 

“By 2016 we’ll have three pieces of Mars back on 
.Earth," Shirley said. “That will be our best chance of

finding out if there ever was life on Mors." 

While scientists are decoding the secrets of Mars, 
NASA will explore other bodies in the solar system. 

The Galileo spacecraft has already sent back pictures 
indicating that Europa, one of Jupiter’s 16 moons, has or 
hod an ocean perhaps capable of harboring life. Galileo 
will moke a dozen more fly-bys of Europa over the next 
year. 

A Europa orbiter to be dispatched in 2002 mil send 
down a heated probe that could melt its way through 
the icy crust to see if there still is liquid water below. A 
later mission will attempt to land on the surface of 
Europa. 

This October, NASA will launch Cassini, the last of its 
monster billion-doUar spacecraft. Cassini is to reach 
Saturn in 2005 and deposit a lander on the surface of

Saturn's moon. Titan, which has a thick atmosphere 
resembling that of early Earth. 

In 1999, a spaceship called Stardust will be sent to 
chase down a comet named Wild-2, fly through its tail 
and scoop up a sample for return to Eanh in 2006. 

An even more daring cometary mission htu been pro- 
posed for a launch in 2001. Champollion, d spaceship 
about the size of a stove, will attempt to land on the 
rocky, icy core of a speeding comet named Tempel-2 and 
bring a chunk of it back in 2009. 

Elaehi said comets represent the primordial scuff from 
which the solar system was formed, before it was com- 
pressed into planets, moons and asteroids. 

“It’s going to be extremely difficult. We know so little 
about comets," said Brian Muirhend, a senior JPL engi- 
neer who is developing the plan. 


Rover studies 
Souffle, its 1st 
solo discovery

LOS ANGELES — NASA scientists 
hope to find out what ingredients 
make up the martian rock Souffle 
when they receive an analysis of the 
rock — the first that the Mars 
Pathfinder’s rover has found on its 
own. 

On Saturday, the Sojourner rover 
used its alpha proton X-ray spectrome- 
ter to study the chemical composition 
of the rock — named for a fluffy desert 
— a day after guiding itself 10 feet to 
reach it. 

The encounter marked the first time 
the rover had 
executed a “find 
rock" command, 
allowing it to 
navigate the 
planet's surface 
independently 
and get close to 
its target, mis- 
sion manager 
Richard Cook 
sold. Scientists 
expected to 
receive test 
results Sunday. 

On its way to 
the rock, the 
rover shot a few 
pictures of 

Souffle, which 
scientists at the 
Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory in 
Pasadena 
received on 

Friday. NASA workers normally cap- 
ture images with the lander camera 
that operates about SV feet above the 
manian surface. 

“It's actually pretty good (quality), ” 
Cook said. “It's using the front cam- 
eras on the rover ... and it's actually 
one of the better pictures T'vc seen 
from the camera." 

The trek marked only the second 
time in the three-week mission that 
the rover moved ^'rithout detailed navi- 
gational instructions from controllers 
on Earth, 119 million miles away. 

They directed it to move in a 
straight line in one direction, while the 
foot-high rover used cameras and 
lasers to guide itself around obstacles. 

The rover received its first taste of 
independence a little more than a 
week ago when it headed to a rock 
named Scooby Doo, but it didn't use 
the "find rock" command, which had it 
seek out and move close to the target. 

A just-completed analysis of Scooby 
Doo indicated that its chemical compo- 
sition is similar to that of soils mea- 
sured at the Pathfinder landing site, 
although Sepoby Doo has “slightly 
higher” calcium and silicon content, 
according to a doily status report pre- 
pared Friday by flight director Guy 
Beutclschics.

Mars mania 

Journey to ‘new frontier’ captures imagination of the world 


Enthusiasts say ‘the face’ 
all but proves life elsewhere

Children in a Chicago museum frolic 
with a rover made of Legos in a scarlet 
Martian landscape. 

In the Planet Hollywood Restaurant in 
Washington, D.C., 15 pant video screens 
fin<h the latest images of Mors while din- 
ers mundi on burgers;- And in dens and 
offices the world over, people are lo'g^g 
into computer web sites as many as bil- 
lion times a. day to learn about the Mors 
mission. 

The craterous Red Planet has trans- 
fixed more than the usual astronomers, 
physicists and sdenco-fiction nuts. 

“I like M^ because I think it’s inter- 
esting how different it is,” said 10-year- 
old Itetie Wilson, gazing at the surface of 
Mars on video screens at the National 
Air and Space Museum in Washington. 
“It’s colder, and there’s nothing there." 

Cynthia CaldweU, a 35-year-eld nurse 
in St. Louis, ivho has been scouring the 
newspapers and watching television cov- 
erage of the landing, said: “I just can’t 
believe there are so many planets out 
there and only one with living things. I 
think there’s something out there to 
find." 

While there have been nearly .two 
dozen attempts to photograph and col- 


lect samples from Mars since the early 
1960s, the current exploration has cap- 
tured people’s attention because it Is 
expected to yield more detailed informa- 
tion about the composition of Mars. 

And the novelty of a little robot vvan- 
dcring around the pinkish landscape 
meticulously collecting rock and soil 
samples is a dream becoming reality for 
generations raised on Star Trek and Star 
Wars. 

The Pathfinder mission is the first to 
Mars since the Viking landings in 1976, 
and the first since NASA scientists last 
year proclaimed they had found traces of 
ancient fossils in a Martian meteorite 
picked up in Antarctica. - ' 

But the excitement around Pathfinder, 
coming at a time when space shuttles 
and.lifc on space stations seem some- 
what ordinary, recalls that of the mbre 
dramatic days of space exploration. In 
that sense, the robot Sojourner’s tire 
tread on the Martian londsoipc was com- 
parable to the footprint of Neil 
Armstrong, the first man on the moon, in 
July 1969. 

“It's the new frontier;” social psycholo- '■ 
gist Robert Hall, a professor emeritus at 
the University of Illinois at Giicago, said 
of the expedition. “There was the same 
kind of excitement about the exploration 


of the New World in the 16th century.” 
Like Columbus’ journey to the 
Americas, the expedition of NASA’s 23- 
pound Sojourner'rover promises to 
broaden people’s view of the world, and 
in this case, the universe. 

This dme, though, the confluence of 
innovative te^nology and exploration 
has the potential to do even more; it may 
shed some light on mankind’s most per- 
plexing and fundamental questions: 
Where did >ve come from? Arc we alone? 

“Next to the questions abou^life and 
death, the big question we’ve probably 
thought collectively about a planet is 
where we stand in this universe," said 
Martin Keller, of the Center for the 
Study of Extraterrestrial Intelligence in 
Asheville, N.C. 

Aside from the awe of controlling a 
machine from 120 million miles away, 
the hlars mission is captivating because 
of its potentially astounding conse- 
quences. 

If scientists ascenain that there is 
has b«n life on Mm^ it likely will force 
coplc to reconsider many of their 
elicfs about human existence. It will 
also bring scientists oqe step doser to a 
manned mission to Mars, and ultimately, 
the possibility of humans living on the 
frigid planet.

WASHINGTON — N/iSA scientists 
may be slapping high fives over crystal- 
dear close-up pictures of “Bamade Bill” 
and other Martian rocks, but another 
group of Mars devotees is dcddcdly less, 
chemul. 

The way they sec it, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration’s 
first mobile exploration of Mars is hope- 
lessly out of position to solve the Red 
Planet’s most tantalizing riddle. 

Who, or what, they long to know, 
carved on astonishing image of an ape- 
like face on the Martian surface? The 
face was photographed in 1976. by 
Viking Orbiter 1, Pathfinder’s technolog- 
ical ancestor, as it coasted 1,162 miles 
above the planet’s surface. 

The NASA photo caption at the time 
attributed the formation’s striking shape 
to erosion and shadows that gave “the 
illusion of eyes, nose apd mouth." 

But that official version hasn’t satis- 
fied a legion of “Face" groupies who are 
convinced that the face is the work of 
aUeri beings. 

la their view, NASA is wasting its time 
lookiiig for microscopic life forms when 
it should be searching for, well, guys 
with skinny bodies and big heads. 


"They’re just totally blind to the possi- 
bility of more. It just doesn't fit in with 
any of their theories," said Mark 
Carlotto, a computer-imaging expert ^vho 
is certain that the face was built by some 
type of Martian life form. “It’s just 
incredible ignorance and incredible arro- 
gance." 

Some true believers accuse the space 
agency of a massive cover-up to avoid 
the potential panic that could be trig- 
gered by an official acknowledgement 
that we are not alone in the universe. 

'Ihe Face has spawned a cottage indus- 
tiy of books, T-shirts, posters and limit- 
ed-edition prints. In Africa, Sierra Leone 
produced stamp with the humanoid 
image that has become a hot commodity 
for collectors. 

Top officials at NASA and serious 
independent scientists do not share the 
enthusiasm. ’ NASA Associate 
Administrator Alan Ladwig says 
Pathfinder and its pictiue-taking robot 
are nowhere near The Face and have no 
plans to visit. 

But, in response to a question on the O- 
SPAN public affairs network, Ladtrig did 
say the agency may take another picture 
of the formation later this year, when the 
Mars Global Surveyor maps the planet 
from space. •

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Mammalogists hope to clear the air regarding skunks 


ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) 
— Lucky skunks. This summer, 
■ the little stinkers are being 
reclassified by biologists into a 
family all their ovm. 

That means they don’t have to 
be associated with weasels any- 
more. 

“All the genede data out there 
shows that skunks just aren’t fit- 
ting in the Mustelid family. 
They’ve simply been misidenti- 
fied,’’ soys Jerry Dragoo, a post- 
doctorate fdlow at the University 
of New Mexico who conveniently 
lacks a sense of smell. 

Tve learned to say that I don't 
smell well,” he soys, stretching a 
black cowboy boot out from 
under his chair. 

Dragoo, 36, docs not poniculor- 
ly sdnlc of skunks on this day, but 
only because he has not recently 
been sprayed. There arc times 
when he can clear a crowded 
room just by stepping inside. 

Although the odor may create 
sodal problems, Dragoo’s ability 
to work closely with the creatures 
has made it possible for him to 
conduct groundbreaking skunk 
research. , 

His most recent finding, pub- 
lished in the summer issue of the 
Journal of Mammalogy, is that 
skunks should be removed from 
the “Mustelid" family and placed 
into their own family called 
“Mephitidae."

Smith at Brigham Young 
University in Provo, Utah, says

approved by leading biologists 
from around the country. 

The change will be adopted in 
biology textbooks and by mam- 
cnalogists unless “someone else 
submits an article contradicting 
their findings" within the next 
few months. Smith said. 

Skeptics are out there. 

“The situation was already 


bad, but this may make it even 
more confusing," says Chris 
Wozcncrafi, a mnmmalogist and 
assistant profe.ssor at Lewis and 
Clark Stale College in Lewiston. 

Wozcncraft is concerned that 
under Dragoo and Honcycuri’.s 
proposal, the Asian stink bad- 
ger does not geographically fit 
in with the three North Ameri- 
can species. 

He believes it might be wiser to 
leave the skunks in the Mustelid 
family rather than create yet 
another poorly connected family. 

However, he says the analysis 


by Dragoo and Honeycutt wn.s 
“superb and will likely spur mure 
research.” 

One of the most important 
backers of Dragoo and Hnneyciitt 

i.s Dnn Wilsnn, dirccinr of biodi- 
versity programs and curator of 
mammals at the National 
Museum of Natural History at the 
Smithsonian in Washington, D.C. 

Wilson reviewed their paper, 
and says it is likely he will 
include the changes in the next 
edition of “Mammal Species of 
the World," widely considered an 
authoritv on mammals. 


Dragoo, who has been 
researching .skunks for about 12 
years, first stumbled into the pos- 
.sibiliiy that the .skunks were mir,- 
classified while doing a DNA 
analysis to learn what character- 

i.stics they shared with the other 
animals in die Mustelid family. 

“I looked at those results and 
figured I must have done some- 
thing wrong. The skunks just 
didn't fit in," he says. So Dragw) 
ran all the texts again. This time 
when he got the same re.sults, he 
decided to .shift his researcii. 

Working with Honeycutt, the 
ru.searchers compared skunk 
DNA with cliac nf Mu.xtolids such ' 
as otters, badgers and weasels, 

They also compared the skunk 
DNA to animals in other familie.s, 
including sea lions, coyotes and 
bears, using frozen tissue samples 
borrowed from research insti- 
tutes ns fur uway as London and 
Johannesburg, South A/ricn. 

Dragoo and Honeycutt found 
that wiillc die skunks shored some 
chnractcrisdcs with the animal; in 
the Miutelid family, they also hud 
those some characieri.xdcs in com- 
mon with animalx in other families. 

And they found that the 
.skunks had many chaructcri.stic.s 
that set them apart from the rest 
of the animals in the Mustelid 
family in which they were placed 
in ISO years ago. 

"They just wouldn’t fit."

Small-town Idaho students discover the gnarly charms of Japanese

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Parenting isn’t for wimps - or dictators 


This may cause great dismay 
among parents everywhere, but 
it’s a fact: No matter what your 
child's age, no matter how hard 
you try, no matter what discipli- 
nary techniques you use, you 
cannot control your diild. 

If you try to control your diild, 
you’ll only become frustrated 
and stressed-out, and you’ll ae- 
atc more problems than you 
solve, if you manage to solve any 
at all. The only thing you can 
effectively control is your rela- 
tionship with your child. In this 
regard, there arc three kinds of 
parent.*!. 

1. Parents who try to control 
their children. These parents — 
termed authoritarian — ore dic- 
tatorial and rigidly restrictive. 
Becau.se they arc attemnting to 
do the impossible, and occausc 
they do not accept children for 
what they arc, authoritarian par- 
ents arc frequently angry and 
frustrated, and they almost 
always ovcrdisciplinc, using a 
hammer when they could have 
u.scd a flyswatter. 

• 2. Parents who fall to control 
their relationships with their 
children. 

These parents are often 
termed “permissive.” I prefer 
wimp. They try to be friends with

their children, let their children 
make decisions they’re incapable 
of making, try to keep their chil- 
dren happy, compromise and 
capitulate in the face of conflict, 
and are generally at their chil- 
dren’s beck and call. 

3. Parents who make no 
attempt to control their children 
but arc in complete control of 
their relationships with their 
children. These parents arc 
authoritative. 

They make rules and enforce 
them dispassionately. They 
supervise well but ore not highly 
involved with their kids. They 
describe their oivn boundaries to 
their children, thus helping their 
children learn to stand on their 
own nvo feet. They care deeply 
for their kids, but they don’t care 
what their kids think of them at 
any given moment. They under- 
stand that one cannot both lead 
and fraternize, that it’s cither 


one or the other. 

Most unformnatcly, the major- 
ity of today’s parents fall into 
one of the first two categories. In 
both cases, we’re talking about 
parents who arc ruled by emo- 
tion. The authoritarian parent is 
ruled by frustration and anger, 
the permissive parent by anxiety 
and guilt. 

The authoritative parent, by 
contrast, rules. He is not in the 
sway of emotion, but neither is 
he unemotional. 

Quite the contrary, because he 
understands and accepts chil- 
dren for what they are (as 
opposed to having cither unreal- 
istic expectations or a sentimen- 
tal perspective), he is capable of 
showing his children more love 
and compassion than cither of 
his hypcrcmotlonal counterparts 
— and it is the showing that 
counu. 

“Can you give us some con- 
crete examples of trying to con- 
trol one’s relationship with a 
child versus simply controUing?” 

Sure. Tha authoritative parent, 
for example, realises that (a) 
while he cannot make a 4-ycar- 
old share toys with playmates 
(sharing, by definition, is not 
compelled), he can confiscate 
those toys the youngster refuses 


to share; (b) while he can’t pre- 
vent a 10-year-oId from misbe- 
having in school, he can revoke 
privileges at home; and (c) while 
he can't make a teen-ager get 
good grades, he can refuse to let 
the youngster get a driver’s 
license until grades improve. 

In each case, the parent con- 
trols circumstances in the child's 
life, thereby controlling the par- 
ent-child relationship. In no case 
docs the parent get bent out of 
shape. 

He also knows that regardless 
of what he docs, the child in 
question may not change his or 
her behavior. He is simply 
resolved to teach the child tiiat 
choices result in consequences. 
Whether the child “gets the mes- 
sage" is not a simple matter of 
how well ho teaches. It is also a 
matter of how willing the child is 
to Icon), which is what Is meant 
by children have 'minds of their 
own.

Experts debate rewards for kids’ reading

DALLAS — So far this summer, 
Shunt Dupree has won a Slurpee, 
a book bag, a coupon and ^ft cer- 
tificate to Half Price Books, two 
tickets to the local play 
“Rumplestiltskin,” a free movie 
rental, a poster of the Cowboys’ 
Daryl Johiiston, three books, a T- 
shirt and a free entree at Chili’s. 
In addition, her name has been 
cntcrc^nto a drawing for a new 
computer. 

Shunt, 11, landed die loot from 
the Dallas Public Library for 
doing what she loves best: read- 
ing. 

“My mom and I, we love to 
read,” she says. “Most of the time, 
I read in my room with the door 
dosed. Me and my friends, if we 
have the same book, we read 
togetlicr. Or we talk on the phone 
about our books.” 

By mid-June, she was the first 
■person in the library system’s 
J.iunmer reading program to read 
100 hours, a number she has since 
more than doubled. She reads 
because she loves to. Even with- 
out the incentives, she’d be read- 


“The prizes are just an exten- 
sion of what she’s t^eady doing,” 
says her dad, Calvin Dupree. "She 
loves it. She just loves it.” 

But what about the kids who 
don’t like to read? Can incentives 
do more than lure them into the 
library? Can they actually pro- 
mote love of reading? Or will they 
teach kids that reading is such 
drudgery only a reward would 
moke it worthwhile? 

Such are the questions librari- 
ans and bookstore owners have 
be^ asking themselves. 

“It’s poison to offer kids a bribe 
for reading books,” says Alfie 
Kohn, who wrote “Punished by 
Rewaitis” (Houghton Mifflin Co., 
$13.95). 

"I feel we have to tio anything 
we possibly con to get these kids 
reading," says Judy Chaiken, 
owner of A Likely Story book- 
store in the Dallas suburb of 
Plano. “If a child is going to read 
five books and get a package of 
stickers, I don’t see anything 
wrong with it. Some will want 
stickers every time. But is that 
such a bad iMng if your child is 
reading?” 

And from Rodney Bland, 


branch manager of the Kleberg- 
Rylie branch of the Dallas Public 
Library: “I’ve debated with 
myself for years over the rewards 
issue. I don’t like those that 
equate food and reading. They’re 
both pleasurable in and among 
themselves. You don’t need one 
to reinforce the other.” 

A saying in the library world 
echoes his concern, says Betty 
C^cr, a professor of library and 
informational services at Texas 
Woman’s University in Denton: 
“What we’ll get is fat kids who 
don’t like to read." 

Incentives can be as simple as a 
ccr^catc. Or programs can be as 
all-out as the Mayor’s Summer 
Reading Challenger at Dallas 
Public Library which. Bland is 
happy to note, includes nary a 
burger. Kids do, though, get a 
Slurpee just for signing up. Then, 
in five-hour increments, more 
prizes are offered. 

"If it keeps them reading 
through the summer, is that nec- 
essarily bad?” says Kathy Toon, 
manager of tlie CMdren’s Center 
of the Dallas Public Library. 

“You have to look at both sides 
of the issue. Pm not a scientific 


wizard or a reading teacher or 
someone looking at statistics, 1 
know the controversy. In an ideal 
world, we’d rather not have to do 
this. We’d like for reading itself 
to be the reward and the plea- 
sure.” 

But we live in a materialistic 
world, she says. Besides, if incen- 
tives bring in children who other- 
ivise wouldn’t come to the library, 
some who may not even have a 
b<x)k in their entire house, so be 
it. 

“I’ll give them a Slurpee if I 
need to get them in here,” she 
says. “A lot of people look at 
these as a bribe. I look at them 
more as d way to keep kids inccr- 
csced and get them to come back. 
They may or may not.”

' “Is she getting stimulated 
enough as for as organized activi- 
ties? Is she going to fall behind 
dcvclopmen^y? Is she not going 
to be where everybody else is?" 

Sophia is at home with a full- 
time caregiver while Sherman 
worki 

But whether your child is in day 
care, with a nanny or at home 
with you, tho “stimulation” 
watchword looms largo. Is your 
toddler learning the words, move- 
ments and sodal skills she'll need 
soon enough? How con you tell? 

“The biggest thing at the tod- 
dler stage is it's important for 
them to play with other children,” 
says Dr. Paula Prezioso of 
Pediatric Associates, a practice 
with offices in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn. That means that if your 
child doesn't have siblings, you 
should be sure he's getting plenty 
of time on a busy playground. If 
he’s in day care, you should be 
sure he’s not plopped in front of 
the TV. 

You should also make unan- 
nounced visits to the day-care 
center to make sure its employes 
are encouraging the kids to solve 
problems themselves, rather than 
just butting in, says Susan Barron, 
coordinator of peiatric neuropsy- 
chiatry at Long island Jewish 
Medici Center. 

“If Billie and Tillie get into a 
fight, make sure (the care^vers) 
encourage them to work it out 
rather than just saying, 'Stop.”' 
That will develop the lads’ sodal 
skills. 

As far as developing his physi- 
cal skills, your child needs to run, 
jump, dance and climb — but not 
necessary in the context of on 
organized doss, like Gymborcc. 

“1 think parents arc swept up 
in their anxiety that they’re not 
going to do what’s right. TTie next 
thing they’re going to do is give 
them golf lessons,” laughs psy- 
chiatrist Harvey Roy Greenberg. 


“I think parents should stojl 
running around so much and 
spend more time with each 
other," says the shrink. “The Idd 
will turn out all right" 

The exception to this easygoing 
approach is when the cMd is in a 
severely deprived environment; 
That means a home where no one 
is paying him any attention, no 
books arc on the shelves, the TV 
is blaring and no one’s offering to 
play a game. 

In that situation, says Dr. 
Pamela Papola, director of tho 
Child Development Center at 
Nassau County Medical Center, a 
Head Start program can do a 
world of good, bringing the tod- 
dler up to speed. 

“A child who has been under- 
stimulated in a (barren) cnviroil- 
ment will have difficulties in 
kindergarten. Long-term datp 
shows that Head Start doc<nH 
improve IQ, but it docs help in 
terms of hi^cr-paying jobs, less 
substance abuse and incarcerd- 
tion." : 

It is pretty easy to determine 
whether your child is getting 
enough stimulation. If he seems 
lisUcss and bored, it’s probably 
time for pre-kinderganen or day 
care. If he seems exhausted,- 
maybe it’s time to cut out the kid- 
die karate class. 

“Up until age 3, my son was 
just playing with toys and watch: 
ing Barney," says Ehva Farrell of 
Yonkers, a phone service manag^ 
er and mother of 4-year-oId 
A’Jahn. “The nanny had a group 
of children, but they never did 
anything. They’d sit on the 
stoop.” 

She could tell her child was 
growing listless, so she enrolled 
him in a pre-schooL A year later, 
he is thriving. 

“If Pd known, I would’ve put 
him into school a lot sooner," she 
says now.

! ' “A lot of people dunk etiquette 
Is all about fancy dining-table set- 
tings or being very formal or 
about white gloves or protocol," 
said Peggy Post, great grand- 
daughter-in-law of Emily Post. 
rBiit it’s really a code of bdiavior 
based on being thoughtful and 
considerate." 

Post, who just updated “Emily 
Post’s Etiquette” for its 75th- 
anniversary edition, said just 
because people no longer employ 
larg e hous eho ld staffs, s erve 
sCven-course'dlnners or curtsey' 
apd bow doesn’t mean they don’t 
need to practice good maimers. 
.'•In fact, etiquette experts say 
Americans need to learn about 
the sodal graces more than they 


have in a long time. 

“There’s a lot of nastiness 
around. People don't hold in the 
nastiness anymore," said Leticia 
Boldrigc, wiiosc latest offering is 
“More Than Manners: Raising 
Today’s Kids To Have Kind 
Hearts and Good Manners." 

"Look at the way people drive 
their cars the body language 
when clicy push past each other 
on streets and getting out of 
buses and subways, the not car- 
ing who you hit and tvhcrc your 
elbow goes," she said. 

Baldngc said the disintegration 
of the family unit is largely to 
blame for Americans' laissez- 
faire atdeude toward manners.

That’s what Julie Evans 
thought until she stumbled onto 
graphic images last year while 
doing research for her 10-ycarold 
daughter’s report on California’s 
nim industry. 

“I went to frequently asked 
questions about the film 
industry, clicked on it and it 
terrified rae-so much. I was 
right into something that 
had pictures of nude 
women and nude men,” 
said the Mission Viejo, 
Calif., mother. “I thank 
gooi^css I checked this out ^ 
myself first, without having - I 
my dau^tcr present." 

Such unintentional encounters 
only heighten a parent’s anxiety 
about the Internet, and raise 
anew questions about whether 
the World Wide Web is a suitable 
place for children. 

Here are five steps experts sug- 
gest for protecting children from 
the dark side of the Internet: 


1. Be involved 

When it comes to feeling secure 
about your cltild's Web wander- 
ings, nothing beats tagging along 
Hmt's the way it is at the Evans 
household, where Elizabeth, 11, 
and David, 9. never venture into 
cyberspace alone. 

“The Internet is like being in a 
big dty. You wouldn’t have your 
children go walking around 
unesconedL And you v\-ouldn't do 
that with the Internet," said 
Evans. “The Internet is like a dty. 
Use the same skills and supervi- 
sion as you would in a public 
place." 

2. Do advance tmiiting 

Directly monitoring your diild’s 

online activities isn’t always a 
practical solution, particxilarly if 
the child is an adolescent who’s 
itching for independence. 

So before your child takes his 
or her first solo drive on the Net, 
cxpl^ihc rulcsof the road. 

“The No. 1 thing is to never 
give out personal information. 
Just as you would not talk to 
strangers on (he street and tell 
them your name, ^u'rc not going 
to tell anybody online your 


name,” said Evans, a director of 
the Bright Ideas Netivork, ah edu- 
cational software consultant. 

3. Use blocking services 

Even those simple safeguards 
weren’t enough for Steven 
Zimmer, whose 7-ycar-old daugli- 
ter, Kelly, recently requested her 
own'Intcmet access. 

As a salesman for Apple 
Computer, Zimmer is sold on the

computer and the Internet as 
pois'crful educational tools. But as 
a parent, he admits he was wary 
of .some of Internet’s lurid con- 
tent. 

So like other parents, Zimmer 
installed America Online’s block- 
ing software. “I used all the 
parental support they offer," said 
Zimmer. “They offer restricted 
access that limits kids as best 
they can to content areas that arc 
appropriate for kids. It’s probably 
one-tenth of what's out there and 
acccs.siblc to adults.” 

But software filtering is a limit- 
ed tool. 

No fewer than 20 software titles 
claim to restrict access to hard- 
core pornographic sites. Trouble 
is, much of the software is no 
match for a detemined teen-ager 
motivated by raging hormones. 

Consumer Reports tested four 
of the most popular titles — 
CyberPatroI, Cybersitter, 
SurfWatch and Net Nanny. It 
measured how effectively each 
blocked access to 22 sites that 
contained cither sexually expUdt 
material or hate speech. 

Cybersitter fared the best, 
blocking about one-third of the 
objectionable 

4. Explore other pptions 

Sofnvarc that blo^ content is 
only a temporary solution. 
Hundreds of nciv pom sites crop 
up each day, requiring constant 
vigilance and updating of smut 
lists that few parents possess. And 
only one in five wirad households 


5. Keep your eyes ppen 

Those who ciioosc to mist their 
child’s integrity, rather than a 
software solution, miglit do well 
to heed former President 
Reagan’s maxim: Trust, but veri- 
fy- 

Check the bookmarks on your 
browser to inspect your child's 
favorite haunts, or scardi tiie liis- 
lory file on your computer’s hard 
drive to sec tvhcrc the browser’s 
been when you weren’t looking. 

If this kind of high-tccli snoop- 
ing conjurc-s up bad memories of 
your motiier pawing through your 
sock drawer, try a more subtle 
approach: Put the computer in 
the kitchen or other hi^i-trnffic 
area in the house. The threat of 
someone walking by in an 
unguarded moment is cnougli to 
keep even the most hormonally 
crazed teen-ager in line. ;

JOHN DAY, Ore. (AP) — Dr. 
Martha has patched up spies in 
Saigon, Vietnam, tended the sick 
in ^rica and made house gillis by 
small plane in easeem Oregon. 
She has sided the Swiss Alps and 
climbed Mount Hood three times. 

A tiny, bespectacled woman — 
she stands only 4-foot-ll — Dr. 
Martha Rohner van dcr Vlugt, 87, 
of Silver Springs, Md, insists she 
wasn't courting danger, only stay- 
ing busy. 

“In my life, we were always 
busy all day,” says the Swiss-bom 
physician who made house calls 
around John Day in a small 
Cessna airplane for many years. 
“You make something to do, and 
that’s a way of life." 

Dr. Martha, os everyone has 
called her for decades, returned 
to Oregon recently to accept the 
Charles Preuss Outstanding 
Alumni Award from Oregon 
Health Sciences University in 
Portland and attend her 60th 
class reunion — and visit old 
friends. 

Looking back, she doesn’t 
recall ever giving much thought 
to notions of high adventure. 
Most of what she did seemed nec- 
essary at the tiinc. And, of course, 
it was, well -fun. 

Dr. Martha first came to the 
John Day Valley in 1938. She had 
just graduated from the old 
University of Oregon Medical 
School in Portland and had mar- 
ried Dr. Gerold Gilbcn van dcr 
VIugL He ivas a surgeon, and she 
practiced obstetrics and pedi- 
atrics. Until his death in 1964, 
they were knoym across eastern 
Oregon as “Dr. Jerry” and “Dr. 
Martha." 

And they became, in their own 
way, living legends, 

“They were both lovely people, 
and they cared very much for 
each other,” said Mae'Joancit 
Henning, 67, of John Day, who 
worked for them. “The adventure 
just happened to fall in her lap.” 
Dr. Jerry quickly established 
himself with the region’s bristle- 
jawed loggers and leathery 
cowhands for an exploit of such 
courage and pluck that nobody 
ever has attempted to duplicate 
iu He sur^cally removed his oivn 
appendix m a hunting camp. 

The van der Vlugts lived on a 
34,000-acrc cattle ranch near 
John Day, where they raised four 
children of their own and three 
children of her brother ond sister- ' 
in-law, who were killed in a car 
aeddent 

Thc^ made house calls in a 
small airplane, usi^ gravel ranch 
roads os airstrips, ‘nicy delivered 
babies, performed surgeries and 
set up a 30-bed hospital in 
Canyon City. Somehow, they- 
found time to be pillars of their 
church, support the Grant (bounty 
Fair and the local grange and ha- 
temol organizations, and start a 
ski dub. 

In those days, eastern Oregon 
was still wild and woolly, and vis- 
iting a doctor definitely wasn’t 
port of the code of the West 
“The'people didn’t come in 
until they were practically dead,” 
said Aime Gruencnfcldcr, 73, a 
niece of Dr. Martha's who came to 
live with the van dcr Vlugts at 
age 16. 

Take one memorable 
Christmas Eve in the early ‘40s. 
The van der Vlugt family was

meant going to distant parts of 
the region and inoculating ranch- 
ers, cowhands and their families 
against Rocky Mountain sponed 
fever. 

Curiously, almost nobody 
objected to her status os a profes- 
sion^ woman in those pre-femi- 
nist days. "I was just treated like 
a doctor — they seemed to accept 
me from the very beginning.” 

But this comer of Oregon some- 
times surprises outsiders. Dr. 
Martha’s close friend, Grace 
Williams, now 60 of Ckmyon City, 
broke all the reigning taboos by 
setting up shop as ai^attomey in 
1948. A group of business people 
and ranchers later urged her to 
run for Grant County district 
attorney, a job she held from 1959 
to 1979. 

Dr. Martha and Dr. Jerry often 
worked until 10 or 11 p.m. They 
would arrive home exhausted to 
find their children already asleep, 
and then fall into bed only to be 
roused an hour or two later to 
deliver a baby. She and Dr. Jerry 
often slept and worked in shifts.

She runs the Nurse Practitioner 

Dr. Martha’s life changed 
abruptly in 1964, when Dr. Jerry 
succumbed to a heart attack. She 
took their youngest daughter, 
Carrie, and returned to 
Sivitzcriond. 'T thought I could 
run away from grief. You know, 
you can’t. But I cried.” 

She spent nvo ycors living in 
Geneva, brushing up on her 
French, skiing the Mps — break- 
ing one of her legs in the process 
— and visiting most of the capi- 
tals of Europe. Then deciding it 
was time once to do some- 
thing “constructive,” she accept- 
ed a job with the U.S. State 
Department as the first woman 
regional medical officer in the 
foreign service. 

She vs-as posted to Nepal, Laos, 
Vietnam and Senegal. While 
assigned to Senegal, she had 
responsibilities in Mali, Upper 
Volta, Gambia, Niger and 
Mauritania. And during a stint in 
Saigon in the middle of the 
Vietnam War, the U.S. ambas- 
sador singled her out to handle 
“special cases.” 

Retiring from the State 
Department in 1973, she joined 
the U.S. Office of Personnel 
Management, Office of 
Retirement Programs, where she 
reviewed disability and special 
entitlement claims. Dr. Martha 
retired from there in 1992. 

“It was fim,” she said. 


Reflecting on a brown bag full 
of painful chilcdhood empathy 


I swore I’d never carry my 
lun^ in a broivn bag again, but 
I’m doing it. Saves money, saves 
time and keeps me away from lus- 
cious desserts. 

But it took some forgiveness 
before I could resume this prac- 
tice. Forgiveness of myself for my 
years of making sog^ ^dwich- 
es that always leakedthrough the 
paper bags. Forgiveness of the 
cruelty of the Great Depression. 
Forgiveness of the hisn school 
cafeteria that imivittin^y divided 
the haves ond the have-nots. 

Back in the ‘30s, the haves were 
kids with enough cash to buy 
mgunds of mashed potatoes 
under thick, brown gravy. Or a 
slice of beef. Or, most offensive to 
us have-nots, a slice of chocolate 
coke. 

The haves ate leisurely lunches. 
We have-nots gobbled ours 
because they were so dreadfully 
plnln — slabs of bread, occasion- 
ally with dabs of butter or jelly. 
The toer we ate, the less dionce 
our classmates would see what we 
brought home. 

At that, our have-not lunches 
were luxurious compared to 
some. For there ore degrees of 
being impoverished, oven as 



there ore degrees of ivealth, and 
the degrees can be as snobbish 
wthin one as ivithin the other. 

My friend Jean, for instance, 
come from the poorest of the. 
neighborhoods served by our high 
school. No matter. We girls were 
wanned by her big brown eyes 
and sweet smile. And you 
couldn't tell us apart in our hand- 
me-down dresses. 

“ But at the lunch table the dif- 
ference ivns>plain. 

Joan brought her lunch 
wrapped in newspaper in such a 
way that she could reach inside 
the folds of the paper, draw out 
some food and get it into her 
mouth without anyone seeing 
what it was. 

We suspected enunbs. Or that 
her hand was empty, that she 
only pretended to cat. 

Without over speaking of it, we 


developed a ritual. We’d make a 
pretense of not wanting some- 
thing from our lunch bogs (“An 
apple ogaini”) and beg each other 
to eat it rather than throw it 
away. Our hope was that Jean 
would take the so<allcd offend- 
ing food off our hands, and often 
she did. 

Still, it was sad, and we weren’t 
alone. Kids ore forever ^vided by 
those who can buy potato chips 
and ice cream and those who 
can’t. And Til venture that some- 
where there's a Jean who hides 
what she eats— she eats. 

It helps me to remember that 
Jeon made it to college, monied a 
man in medical s^ool, had sever- 
al beloved children. And when 
last we met, she still had those big 
brown eyes that remind mo of 
Precious Moments flgurlncs, and 
that sweet, embracing, life-forgiv- 
ing smile. 

But behind that smile, I still 
saw her pain in the lunchroom.

- thinking that docs little to 
■ address the problem of fitting 

: at school. It is impotant for the 
boy to realize that he has other 
options. 

Your sage advice is read by 
millions daily. 

Therefore you are in a unique 
position to help shape societal 
changes that could lead to an 
emphasis on nonviolence. 
Schools can play a vital role in 
teaching students alternative 
methods to address the age-old 
. problem of bullies and fighting. 

. Schools must provide a safe, car- 
: iing environment if we expect 
‘effective learning to take place. 

- Jt is a primary concern for par- 
' ents and educators. 

There arc now thousands of 
schools across this nation where 
effective conflict resolution 
training and peer mediation pro- 
grams have been successfully 
implemented. 

Students in elementary and 
secondary schools have been 
trained in dispute resolution 
skills. 

Such training empowers them 
to resolve problems peacefully 
and to assist. their peers to do 
. the same. Children and young 
: adults are open to learning new 
skills, which can then effect posi- 
: tivc change in their communities 
; - when they apply those skills. 

I hope that "Worried in 
■ , Texas" will go beyond the step 
of taking a self-defense course 
: and suggest to his school princi- 
: - pal that they start a peer media- 
'Tion program together. 

He could significantly change 
the culture in his school throu^i 
such action and possibly prevent 
younger children from having to 
deal with the same problem. As 
"Mohandas K. Gandhi said, “If 
’ we wish to create a lasting 
• peace, we must begin with'the 
children.”

DEAR DR. HOGAN: I know 
you arc on target about this. 
Dispute resolution training as a 
method of resolving conflict and 
reducing violence is a concept 
that originaicd with the Quakers 
and has gained popular accep- 
tance since the mid-.-to late- 
1970s. 

I contacted the National 
institute for Dispute Resolution 
(NIDR) and was impressed to 
. find that in a 1995 statewide sur- 
vey of high schools in California, 
more than 70 percent of respon- 
dents indicated that student peer 
mediation programs reduce the 
incidence of suspension; and a 
majority of respondents also 
believe tliat the programs reduce 
violence. And a 1992 study of a 
conflict resolution in New York 
reported a 50 percent decline in 
student assaults. That’s impres- 
sive! 

Thank you for a letter I am 
sure tvill interest many parents, 
teachers and school administra- 
tors.

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Berle Ridby, 88, pumps oil wells the way his granddad didf 


TITUSVILLE, Pa. (AP) — 
Berle Rigby ^vas bom next to his 
grandfather’s oil wells and 
pumped them for most of his life. 
Now, three of the wells are a cen- 
tury old, and Rigby is still pump- 
ing, the same way his grandfa- 
ther did. 

He has stayed for 73 years with 
his wells, coaxing out thousands 
of barrels of greenish, free-flow- 
ing oil. 

“I guess I like getting my 
hands dirty," said Rigby, 88. 

A remnant of northwestern 
Pennsylvania’s oil industry, he 
lives on a dirt road off another 
din road. He’s like hundreds of 
men in white hair and faded 
plaid flannel shirts who embody 
Pennsylvania’s independent oil 
producers. 

They bought wells when they 
were young and oil tvas gushing. 
Today, their wells trickle. Rigby’s 
11 wells eacl) produce about one- 
tenth of a barrel per day. With 
Penn Grade oil fetching 517 a 
barrel this year, a company 
wouldn’t bother tvith these wells, 
but they’re appreciated by rural 
folk looking for a cosh sideline. 

The oil industry goes back a 
long way in Titu.sville. The first 
commercially productive oil well 
was drilled near here on Aug. 27, 
1859. 

Rigby soils more than his 
hands when he tends the wells. 
On some days, his tWfe, Dolores, 
just throws his dollies away. 

_ . tO' ^0 and the 

gr&isc gets in the washer and 
makes a mess," slic said. 

Rigby was a sprout of 14 or 15 
when he first pumped. He kept at 
it through four other careers — 
logging, farming, carpentry and 
owning a sawmill. 

Tivice a week, he steps through 
the weedy field littered with 
machine parts and. a rusting 
Quick LeSabre to the power- 
house, the shed where he keeps 
die cicaric motor that drives the 
pumps. 

Inside, he grips the rusty metal

wheel chat’s nearly as toll os he is 
and shoves it a few times. 

Then he flips the switch, and 
the electric motor pushes and 
pulls the rods that stick out from 
Uircc sides of the shed. 

Outside the shed, he steps over 
the cables and tubes that web the 
land. He lifts a cable from the 
ground and hooks its end loop 
over one of the moving rods. This 
is the dangerous part; the 


machines could crush a finger. 

The rod pushes and pulls the 
cable, which moves the pump 
handle up and dowiL 

Slow to appear, the oil eventu- 
ally flows from the pipe into the 
open, five-Barrel tank. The 
stream of petroleum churns a 
golden foam. . 

"Uriuid gold. That’s why they 
call it that,” Mrs. Rigby said. 

Salt water, a byproduct, driz- 


zies from the side of the tank. 

Ihc liquid gold, 50-ocrc proper- 
ty and its wells entered the fami- 
ly in 1900, when Rigby’s grandfa- 
&cr, Thomas, bought them from 
a drilling partnership. Rigby’s 
father, Alva, bought it later. 

In 1949, when Penn Grade 
crude oil was fetching $4 a bar- 
rel, be sold it to his son for 
$14,000. 

“The rest of the boys didn’t 


want it," said Berle Rigby, one of 
seven children. . ' 

In 1982, Rigby was storting tp 
feci his age — 73 — and Penh 
Grade was fetching $37 abaucL 
”I knew it wouldn’t stay up ; 
there very long,” Rigby said. 

None of bis five children was - 
interested in owning the wells. 
So, he sold them and most of the 
land to an outsider for a hefty 
profit and agreed to accept a fee 


for about 20 hours a week ol 
pumping and repairing. 

Those aren’t the tough jobs.- 
Thc truly hard work is pulling, 
which means hauling the works 
of the well up out of a 600-foot 
shaft for inspection and repair. 
Rigby gave that up two years 
ago, and the new owner hired 
someone else. 

The wells together probably 
.produce a barrel a day. The 
Rigby wells should bring in about 
$6,000 this' year. 

Most of the state's little old 
wells produce at about that rate: 
not enough to create any Texas- 
, typo tycoons and certainly not 
enough to attract many buyers. ; 

Joyce Cline, executive director- 
of the Pennsylvania Independent* 
Petroleum Producers, said t ha t’s' 
why so many of the producers are; 
in their 70s and 80s; Tl^ey haven’t; 
found buyers. , ' 

. Because of the low profit, envi-’ 
ronmcntal headaches and the 
state requirement that well oper- 
ators put up $2,500 bond for dadi 
well in case it needs to; be 
capped, many wells have fallen- 
into disuse. •

And Rigby tends them, as ho!

Retired couple maintains watch for fires in Pocatello area 


POCATELLO (AP) - It’s safe 
to say that Dick and Leone 
Yar.dlcy have an uphill commute 
getting to their summer jobs. 

Five days a week for the past 
13 summers, the retired couple 
has maneuvered a four-wheel- 
drive truck straight up a bumpy 
jeep trail to the top of Chink’s 
Peak. 

From their 6,800-foot perch, 
Dick and Leone scan ravines, 
foothills and fields for the slight- 
est wisps of smoke. They’re the 
Bureau of Land Management's 
first line of defense against wild- 
fires. 

With a twist of the neck, tlicy 
con plainly sec from McCanunon 
to deep into the Arco desert, and 
often oil (lie way to the Sawtooth 
mountnin.s. “On a good, dear day, 
we Iiave a visibility of 125 miles,” 
Dick said. 

They’ve returned year after 
year, partly because the lookout 
tower itself makes their job cosy. 
It comes with an air-conditioned 
observation room with 360-dcgrec 
tinted gloss windotvs. 

‘T’ve always called this the 
.^Cadillac of lookouts,” Dick said. 
"•'Downstairs, we’ve got a kitchen. 


bedroom, bathroom, the whole 
works.” 

Leone celebrated her 77th 
birthday recently. 

She used to be a paid employee 
when (he couple shared round- 
thtxlock shifts. But now, because 
th<^ work eight hours a day and 
drive home every night, she's 
dedded to volunteer instead. 

She fixes lunch and watches for 
fires while Dick paints, catches 
rattlesnakes and pulls weeds 
from tlte parking area. “Tlic only 
reason I volunteer is that I get to 
spend time with him,” Leone 
said. 

Dick, 79, is a retired Idaho 
State University vocational edu- 
cation instructor. Leone worked 
for the Pocatello School District 
as a buisar. 

Dick said he got interested in 
lookout work after World War U, 
wlicn he spent time witli friends 
in lookouts in his native upstate 
New York. 

Since tlicn, he and Leone have 
logged tliousands of hours in look- 
outs all over the state, from atop 
Big Southern Butte in the Arco 
Desert to other stations in north- 
ern Idolio's woodlands. 


Both can use the “fire finder” 
wheel, which enables them to pin- 
point smoke rising 100 miles 
away to tvithin a quancr-ooc. 

Since the devastating Johnny 
Creek wildfire in the late 1(^1^ 
the number of fires has dropped 
off near populated areas. “We 
haven’t had os many in this vicini- 
ty, and I think that’s because the 
public is much more conscious 
than it used to be,” Dick said. 

Lightning causes most fires, 
and sometimes the big electric 
bolts come too dose to the look- 
out for comfort 

“Most of the weather comes in 
from the southwest You can see 
the liglitning just come walking 
doivn the mountains. The doscst 
strike hit that telephone pole,” 
Dick said, pointing to a blackcnol 
stick about 40 yards away. 

Surprisingly, tlic couple used to 
get Iocs of visitors at the lookout 
A battered green guest book 
dates back to 1976 and contains 
die names of hundreds of curious 
motorists, hikers and mountain 
bikers. 

Although visitation has 
dropped off in recent years, they 
still welcome anyone who wants 


to drop in. 

The roupic also welcomes non- 
human visitors. They regularly 
spot coyote, deer and moose, as 
tvell as mourning doves and other 
small animals. 

Dick used to wapder around 


the compound, catching rat- 
tlesnakes and skinning them for 
their hides. . 

But years ago, during a lonely 
evening fire watch, Di^ wrote a 
sendmcntol poem about how pco 
pic ought to be better stewards of 


the land and its bounty,': 

“The next day I had a rat-: 
tlcsnokc caught down there, and 
Leone looked at me dnd said,' 
'How con you kill it after writing 
that?’ 

So, I let die dong thing go."
